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TASK FORCE ON BOXING IN CANADA 
TERMS OF REFERENCE 


On July 16, 1980, the Honourable Gerald A. Regan, Minister responsible for Fitness and 
Amateur Sport, named a task force to review boxing in Canada. This Task Force will be 
known as the Task Force on Boxing in Canada.

The Task Force is responsible: 


a. 


to examine all aspects of professional and amateur boxing as practised in Canada, including but not 
limited to: injuries and safety measures; promotion and management; financing; equipment; facilities; 
training; insurance; medical standards and expertise; rules and regulations; record-keeping with particular 
reference to safety practices in the sport, and to make appropriate recommendations for changes to the 
Minister responsible for Fitness and Amateur Sport; 


to invite provincial governments (and their officials) to offer suggestions and recommendations, so as 

to enhance the sport at all levels of participation and appreciating the cooperation implicit at all levels 

of jurisdiction; 

to invite the submission of briefs (written and oral) from persons knowledgeable in the sport (both 
Canadian and foreign) and the Canadian general public. (In this respect, the Task Force shall liaise with 
Canadian and foreign boxing officials and organizations with a view to securing information and support 
for its review); 


to establish an office and secure appropriate personnel for the duration of the review; and 


to submit a report and recommendations to the Minister, Fitness and Amateur Sport by December 31, 1980. 


In fulfilling its responsibilities, the Task Force will consider among other relevant areas, the following factors: 


1. The organizational structure of boxing in Canada, the relationships between national, provincial and 


municipal organizations, and between each of these and the international organizations (e.g. WBC). 


. The present regulations governing boxers (e.g. age of participation, etc.) including recommendations for 


changes as for standardization across Canada. 


. The problems of maintaining up-to-date records (automated listing) or obtaining access to records on 


each boxer who fights in Canada and make recommendations on the required records, including the 

recording of: 

(a) all names that a boxer has used throughout his career; 

(b) all managers and trainers that a boxer has had in his career; 

(c) all opponents that a boxer has fought, the result, and also recording of significant events in the fight 
(e.g. severe cuts, knockdowns, etc.); 


(d) all places of residence and places of training of a boxer in his career. 


. The possibility of requiring a boxer to carry a comprehensive and current ‘‘card’”’ listing the significant 


details from paragraph 3 above, which must be presented for examination before he can be signed to fight 
in Canada. 


. The standard of refereeing in Canada and making recommendations for its upgrading, if this 


proves necessary. 
The required skills of corner-men and making recommendations for minimum standards and the means 
of enforcing them. 


. How participants should receive and pass a medical examination and weight limit an appropriate 


number of days (medically determined) before a fight, incorporating those tests that are determined 
to be necessary from a medical point of view. 


. To determine from expert (medical) witnesses those tests referred to in paragraph 7 above and to 


recommend those that should be compulsory. 


Whether a medical doctor should be empowered to over-rule ring officials and stop a bout at any time, 
either to examine a participant or to end the bout. 


. Whether a medical doctor, qualified in the medical aspects of boxing, be present at all bouts. 

. Whether glove sizes should be standardized for each weight class. 

. The need to standardize boxing rings at a size that would provide adequate manoeuverability, safety, etc. 
. The desirability of all boxers being required to wear protective head gear. 


. The need (if any) for a permanent government funded Canadian Boxing Commission to oversee all 


aspects of boxing in Canada to implement the recommendations of the Task Force and add to 
them as necessary in the future. 


INTRODUCTION 


For a number of years there has been a growing public concern for the safety and protection of boxers in 
Canada. In 1968 this concern led to Dr. William A. Orban being asked to prepare a report on amateur 
boxing for the National Advisory Council to the Minister for Fitness and Amateur Sport. This report 
highlighted many sensitive areas in the practice of amateur boxing in Canada and made recommendations to 
improve the regulation of this sport. Following this report, the Federal Government agreed to recognize 
amateur boxing and to provide financial support for programs administered by the Canadian Amateur 
Boxing Association newly formed in 1969. This resulted in a definite improvement in the safety, public 
respect and appeal of amateur boxing, increasing tenfold the number of amateur boxers involved from an 
initial 369 to almost 4,000 in 1980, and encouraging many morally and socially disadvantaged young boys 
into gynasiums and organized sport where they have developed self-confidence and respect for others. 


In terms of a general overview, the Task Force found an almost unanimous opinion that the Canadian 
Amateur Boxing Association had taken many of the necessary steps to ensure that amateur boxers were 
better protected from injury than professionals. The Task Force wishes to congratulate the amateur boxing 
associations for their excellent work in this regard. However, as in every human endeavour, there is always 
room for improvement. Therefore, the recommendations of the Task Force covering amateur boxing in 
Canada should be viewed as positive encouragement to continue the excellent work already well under way. 


On the professional side, a Canadian Professional Boxing Federation was incorporated in 1947. This 
Federation, comprising the legally constituted provincial and municipal professional boxing commissions, 
is charged with the responsibility for sanctioning and regulating only professional championship bouts in 
Canada. Jurisdiction over other professional boxing contests is provided only in three provinces and ina 
limited number of municipalities. Each jurisdiction has its own professional boxing regulations which in 
many cases may be regarded as disorganized. 


Regrettably, professional boxing generally in Canada and in other parts of the world has not significantly 
improved its safety measures, its organization, its morality nor its public appeal. The Task Force has, both 
privately and publicly, been told of instances of corruptness, dishonesty or financial greed being allowed to 
occur, with the safety of the boxer not always being the prime consideration. Several comments implied 
directly or indirectly that the profit motive had engendered a number of ‘‘shady deals’’ particularly among 
managers and others, to the detriment of boxers. This situation has allowed deaths and serious injuries to 
continue and has provided further fresh ammunition for the anti-boxing lobby. It is for these reasons that 
many of the recommendations of the Task Force pertain to specific changes in the practice of many aspects 
of professional boxing. 


Serious consideration was given to recommending the banning of boxing by making the sport illegal. This was 
suggested both orally and in writing. Several doctors, even some associated with the sport, indicated it was 
difficult, under the present circumstances where there appears to be a direct effort to injure the opponent, to 
justify its existence. However, as doctors and others who commented were only a small percentage of the 
hundreds who were contacted, the Task Force believes that boxing will continue to play a significant role in 
the development of not only the physical, but especially in the social and moral aspect of those involved in the 
sport in Canada. The Task Force also believes that should boxing be made illegal in Canada, this action could 
drive the sport underground and not effectively ban its existence. Obviously, if such a circumstance should 
occur, the risk of injury and death among professional boxers would increase dramatically due to the lack of 
proper regulation of the sport. 


In July of this year, Cleveland Denny died following knockout blows received seventeen days earlier in a 
non-title fight with Gaétan Hart in Montreal. Previous recent knockouts and difficult fights not knowingly 
reported to fight officials may possibly have caused the death. Earlier, Ralph Racine was also knocked out 
and lapsed into a lengthy coma. Fortunately, he has recovered consciousness and mobility but may never 
completely return to normal in all respects. More recently, Johnny Owen of Wales died following a fight in 
California. Owen was floored three times during the fight and many ringside observers thought that the 
referee should have stopped the fight before the fatal blow was struck. 


This brings the total boxing deaths in the last 35 years to approximately 335 in addition to the hundreds of 
boxers who have suffered brain damage of varying degrees often changing their personalities and intelligence. 


It was because of these facts and growing public concern over the practice of professional boxing brought 

to a head by the unfortunate Canadian incidents that, on July 16, 1980, the Federal Minister responsible for 
Fitness and Amateur Sport, the Honourable Gerald A. Regan, decided to name a Task Force to investigate all 
aspects of boxing in Canada and to bring forward practical but positive recommendations that would result 
in improved safety measures, a deterrent to disreputable practices, a reduction of injuries to boxers and a 
general elevation of the stature of the sport. This report contains these recommendations and their 
supporting rationale. 


In fulfilling its mandate, the Task Force utilized four separate work processes. These were: 


A. Public Hearings: 
These were held in Halifax, Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, Winnipeg, Vancouver and Edmonton to solicit 
the views of the public as to how injuries in boxing might be reduced. 


Over one hundred written and oral briefs were received by those deeply involved in boxing in Canada and 
elsewhere, as well as many verbal and written comments by concerned citizens not directly involved. Many 
of these contained significant recommendations that were remarkably consistent in content. While visiting 
the cities listed, the Task Force took the opportunity to meet with representatives of each of the provincial 
governments where this was possible. Each of these governments appeared most anxious to receive the 
findings and recommendations of the Task Force. The provincial governments of Ontario and 
Newfoundland further committed themselves to support all the recommendations, whatever they might 
be, made to the Federal Government. These expressions of confidence were highly encouraging to the 
Task Force. It is to be hoped that the recommendations contained in this report will justify this positive 
support. 


B. International Liaison: 
As boxing in Canada is subject to significant influence by boxing activity in the British Commonwealth, 
the United States and elsewhere, personal discussions were held with the appropriate authorities in 
England, Mexico and Puerto Rico where meetings were held with the British Board of Boxing Control, 
the World Boxing Council and the World Boxing Association and, indeed, from other areas of the world 
including the United States, to determine how these countries were approaching problems encountered in 
the practice of this sport. These discussions were most useful and, where recorded, have been transcribed 
for permanent record. 


C. Research: 
To the extent that was possible within the time allotted to the Task Force to conduct its work, research 
was undertaken of existing medical literature and studies relative to the reduction of injuries in boxing. 
This literature is extensive and, as shown in the recommendations, additional research particularly on the 
extent and nature of brain damage initially and over several years, will be required to provide optimal 
solutions to the problems encountered. This type of research should be ongoing or continued for some 
time to come. 


D. Consultation: 
During the course of its work, the Task Force availed itself of the additional services of two types of 
consultants: first, consultants to represent regional interests in Quebec and the Western provinces; and 
second, technical consultants with particular legal, medical or administrative expertise or knowledge that 
was deemed to be of value to the Task Force in its deliberations. The names of these consultants are listed 
at Annex D. 


Summary — Prime Concern of the Task Force — Reduction of Injuries through Safety Measures 

The Task Force on Boxing in Canada has been determined from the outset to bring forward recommendations 
that would be not only effective in the context of increased safety and the reduction of injuries but also practical 
in terms of implementation. It is the hope of the Task Force that, as far as possible, these goals have been met 
to the ultimate benefit of all those involved in the professional and amateur practice of this sport. 


However, the terms of reference given to the Task Force have presented some problems to it and we found 
that similar problems are being encountered by boxing organizations and authorities throughout the world, 
including the World Boxing Council, the World Boxing Association, and the British Boxing Board of Control. 


Increasing research is being undertaken by these organizations through funds allotted to their medical 
advisors, as well as those involved in improving the technical and material aspect of boxing, such as: gloves, 


headgear, etc. as well as other areas of boxing where the protection of the Boxer is paramount. 


It was, therefore, not entirely possible for the Task Force to make firm recommendations in some aspects of 
boxing that would be final, or not subject to change or improvement in the near future. 


The Task Force, therefore, believes that while its findings and recommendations, if implemented, will 

have definite, positive and immediate benefits to boxers, it also believes and has so suggested, that further 
and continuing research into early and long-term brain damage, and material and organizational changes are 
basic to the improvement and acceptance of the sport of boxing generally, and also to the well-being of the 
Boxer specifically. 


TASK FORCE ON BOXING IN CANADA 


MAJOR FINDINGS 


MAJOR FINDINGS 


From the numerous written and oral briefs received, some of which were given in private conversation, the 
Task Force was made aware of the following major findings which it feels to be most detrimental to boxers: 


Organization, Structure, Legislation and Rules 


The current organization and legislative authority governing professional boxing in Canada is totally 
inadequate in terms of providing for the proper supervision, and comprehensive uniform regulation 
of the sport. Only three provinces and a limited number of municipalities have any form of legislation 
governing this professional sport and in some cases these jurisdictions overlap and their regulations 
are either vague or contradictory. Further, no comprehensive or uniform rules exist in a readily 
useable form, governing the conduct of professional boxing in Canada. These serious inadequacies, 
it is believed, are a major contributory factor to the continued exposure of the professional boxer to 
otherwise preventable tragedy and injury. 


The only national authority in Canada governing professional boxing is the Canadian Professional 
Boxing Federation. The authority of this Federation, like its world counterparts, is limited to the 
sanctioning of championship contests. It has no authority to regulate less than championship bouts 
or provide for the uniform and comprehensive regulation of the sport. Its membership does not 
represent all areas of Canada and further, it would not appear to have the capacity or the capability 
to undertake the kind of national programs for the development of uniform standards, for medical 
research, record-keeping, overall supervision or indeed, for gaining the full respect of the sport 
itself, that are demanded if professional boxing in Canada is to gain wide public acceptance 

and understanding. 


The basic organization of amateur boxing in Canada is well founded and holds, as a basic principle, 
the need to protect the health and well-being of the amateur boxer. Even this organization, however, 
lacks optimal strength, cohesiveness and fully effective national / provincial communication. 
Nevertheless, uniform rules governing amateur boxing in Canada are well established and supposedly 
conceived to protect the boxer and enhance the sportsmanlike practice of this amateur sport, even 
though some of these rules appear impractical to follow at all times. 


Record-Keeping System 


A major contributing factor to exposure to serious injury among professional boxers is the complete 
absence of any reliable national medical and competitive history record-keeping system that would 
preclude a boxer who has previously, and especially recently, sustained serious injury from engaging 
in future contests and thus becoming exposed to further major cumulative injury and even 

possible death. 


The record-keeping system presently available to amateur boxing, while well-intentioned, does not 
take advantage of the efficiencies and historical data-keeping potential available through modern 
technology for the ultimate benefit of the young athletes involved. 


Boxer Identification 


For professional boxing, there is no positive and foolproof method of personal identification 

for contending boxers. This results in gross misrepresentation, as well as the holding of blatant 
mismatches with the attendant high risk of injury. 

In amateur boxing, a positive method of personal identification does exist. However, this identification 
system requires revision and improvement to provide for additional information to be carried by the 
boxer that would be compatible with a constantly updated national record-keeping system. 


Ring Physicians and Medical Examinations 


In professional boxing there is strong evidence to support the belief that Ring Physicians are 
inadequately screened for selection by the responsible authorities, and further, that once selected, 
they lack and often do not acquire specific training in the medical, and especially, the neurological 
and opthamological aspects of boxing injuries. 


In professional boxing, there have been several instances in which it has been clearly evident that a 
contest should have been stopped for medical reasons when this action was not taken by the referee 
or the Ring Physician who probably felt that he lacked the required authority. This lack of intervention 
and indecision on the part of the referee and the physician, in many cases, resulted in serious injury 
to a boxer. 

In professional boxing, it was found that, if there was to be an increase in safety and reduction of 
injuries in the sport, the role of the Ring Physician must be equal or paramount to those of all others 
involved. The Ring Physician, in the opinion of the Members, is the only person present at a boxing 
contest or exhibition who has no other interest than the health and well-being of the boxers. All other 
persons involved have, to a lesser or greater degree, an interest which may conflict with the safety 
and health of the contestants. In view of this, and the fact that the Ring Physician is key to the 
reduction of injuries, the Task Force found a general concensus that, during a contest, the Ring 
Physician be permitted to take action on his own initiative which he deemed to be in the interest of 
the physical well-being of the boxers. It appeared generally accepted that this role should be 
complementary to the current authority of the referee and shared equally in the medical aspects. 


In both professional and amateur boxing, it was found that Ring Physicians were provided with 
grossly inadequate reimbursement. This fact makes it extremely difficult to obtain quality and 
specially trained physicians with the full competence to undertake their very important 
responsibilities. 


No uniform standards exist for the specific medical examination of professional boxers either in 
terms of the frequency or type of examination to be made. Further, no system is in existence that 
allows for retention of the medical history of each professional boxer. This serious deficiency is 
believed to be a major contributing factor in deaths and serious injury in the professional practice of 
this sport. 

Generally speaking, the medical supervision of amateur boxing is reasonably well administered by 
physicians who are solely and genuinely interested in the continued health and well-being of these 
amateur athletes. However, even here there is room for improvement in several areas. 


Recovery from Knockouts and Serious Injuries — Frequency and Duration of Contests 


Professional boxers are not required to take adequate time to recover from serious injury, technical 
knockouts or actual knockouts, or indeed, to recover from the possible severe damaging effects 
incurred in their most recent contest. In addition, the Task Force suspects that the likelihood of 
injury increases with the number of rounds fought suggesting that a new restriction should be 
considered limiting the number of rounds permitted, such as a maximum of ten rounds per 

contest with perhaps even a longer rest period between rounds, e.g. 90 seconds. 


Continued Research and National Standards 


Although extensive literature exists on medical research into brain damage, it is far from complete 
and up-to-date. Therefore, there is an urgent need to continue this research to ascertain the extent 
and nature of brain damage occuring in boxers initially and over the several years of their boxing 
careers. This research, when complete, will permit optimal solutions to be found in the design of 
protective equipment as well as more effective regulations to protect the well-being of boxers generally. 


Many different types of boxing gloves (with and without open thumbs), mouthpieces, foul-guards, 


rings and training equipments are currently in existence. No uniform equipment standards have been 
established to date that would contribute to the safety of the sport. 


Headgear 


The use of headgear is mandatory for amateur boxers. However, the use of headgear for all 
professional contests would not appear realistic at the present time. While evidence indicates that 
there could be a reduction of cuts or lacerations, the present types of headgear available do not 
prevent knockouts or severe head injuries, nor do they protect the boxer against injuries to the back 
of the head which he might incur when knocked to the ring floor. 


Boxer Insurance Plans 


There are no uniform or comprehensive death and disability insurance, group medical insurance or 


retirement savings plans currently in existence in Canada, designed to protect the professional boxer 
whose choice of career dictates the obvious need for such insurance. 


Referees 


There is a wide variance in the standard of expertise among professional referees in Canada. Some 
referees do not appear to meet either the professional or health standards necessary to ensure the 
proper protection of the contestants. Others, even though in good health and maintaining a high 
level of professionalism, often undertake to officiate lengthy boxing cards comprising numerous 
bouts thus exposing themselves to serious fatigue and possible inattentiveness to the well-being of the 
boxers concerned. 


Uniform standards for the training and licensing of professional referees do not exist in Canada. 


Amateur referees are often better trained than professionals and generally maintain a high standard 
of expertise. However, there is some evidence at the international level, of ‘political’ activity among 
amateur referees either for reason of personal aggrandisement or national pride as often occurs in an 
international sport involving subjective judgement. 


Coaches, Trainers and Cornermen 
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In the professional ranks, no nationally recognized licensing criteria or skill standards exist for 
trainers or corner-men. This often results, especially within the lower echelons of the professional 
boxing hierarchy, in trainers and corner-men being incapable of properly preparing a boxer fora 
contest or, indeed, preventing or treating injuries that might occur during training or an actual contest. 


The Canadian Amateur Boxing Association, in concert with its provincial counterparts, has 
developed and is continuing to expand an excellent program for the training and certification of 
coaches (trainers) and, to a certain extent, other officials. 


omoters, Managers, Matchmakers and Agents 

Because of the total lack of comprehensive and uniform legislation governing the conduct of 
promoters, managers, agents and others, these persons can often be guilty of unlawful and 
unacceptable practices, to the detriment of professional boxers, without fear of punishment or 
penalty. This situation, the Task Force was told, only serves to encourage the promotion of 
professional boxing contests in which death and serious injuries are likely to occur, and that the 
institution of severe penalties for malpractice has to be a must in these circumstances. 


egal Boxing 
The Task Force became aware of numerous instances where ‘‘illega!’’ boxing contests were being 
held under such titles as: ‘‘So you think you’re tough boxing’’, ‘‘Roughest boy”’ and such similar 
names. Because these contests are not governed by any particular rules and are conducted outside of 
the law, they encourage the participation of grossly mismatched contestants with consequent high 
risk of injury. 


Summary 


In brief through its several sources of information, the Task Force had to conclude that: 

1. The system of boxing supervision and regulation in Canada is archaic, disorganized, inadequate 
and lacking in uniformity and enforcement; 

2. Asystem of record-keeping for boxers and boxing bouts is totally inadequate and, in some cases, 
non existent; 

3. The Authorities and Commissions fail to properly screen and further train doctors for the 
specific position of Ring Physician; 

4. Boxers are often not subject to adequate medical examinations, diagnosis and supervision either 
before or after a contest; 

5. Referees and other officials are frequently not properly trained to acquire the knowledge 
necessary to prevent serious boxer injuries or death; 

6. Many Managers, Promoters and Boxers themselves are inclined toward immediate monetary 
consideration as their prime goal rather than safety, possible future disability, or the future 
respect for the sport; 

7. Research into boxing injuries, especially with regard to brain damage, is almost non-existent.

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SYNOPSIS OF MAJOR RECOMMENDATIONS 


Based on its findings, the Task Force on Boxing in Canada recommends that: 


¢ a National Commissioner for Boxing in Canada be appointed by the Federal Government and with 
the agreement of the provinces to recommend and monitor national safety standards and the 
uniform regulation of boxing in Canada and to establish a Canadian Boxing Board of Control. 


¢ each province be asked to enact provincial boxing legislation and to establish a Provincial Boxing 
Authority providing for the uniform regulation of professional boxing within its jurisdiction and 
throughout Canada. 


¢ all municipal professional boxing commissions in the provinces be disbanded. 


e the Ring Physician be empowered to halt a bout at any time for medical reasons to examine the Boxer 
or stop the bout completely. 


¢ uniform national medical standards be developed and implemented for the examination of all 
boxers, referees and judges. 


e all boxers be suspended from boxing and contact training fora MINIMUM of sixty days following a 
knockout resulting from blows to the head with longer suspensions required for further knockouts. 


e protective headgear be used in all boxing contests of four rounds or less to reduce cuts and lacerations 
in the early stages of a Boxer’s career, and also in all contact training in gymnasiums. 


e a National Boxing Data Bank and Record-Keeping System including the issue of Boxing Passports to 
all boxers resident in Canada be established. 


¢ continuing research into brain damage caused by boxing be undertaken at the earliest opportunity 
under the direction of the National Commissioner. 


e research be conducted into the optimal design and use of protective equipment such as gloves, 
headgear, mouthpieces and foul-guards. 


¢ all professional referees, officials and participants be licensed based upon nationally agreed criteria. 


¢ all professional ring physicians, referees and other officials be specifically trained and receive 
certification based on nationally agreed training standards. 


¢ a National Boxing Insurance Fund be established to provide Death and Disability and Medical 
Insurance for boxers in Canada, including the possibility of a Retirement Fund. 


* major penalties be imposed for dishonest acts, fraudulent representation, and the infringement or 
abuse of provincial boxing legislation by professional promoters, managers, agents, ring officials 
and others.

Notes: 1. This section contains all the recommendations of the Task Force including those contained in 
the Synopsis of Major Recommendations. These recommendations are divided into those 
applicable to both professional and amateur boxing, those relating to professional boxing, and 
those pertaining to amateur boxing only. 


2. Where reference is made to a province, this shall mean province or territory. 


DETAILED RECOMMENDATIONS 


1.0 Organization, Structure, Legislation and Rules 


1.1 For both professional and amateur boxing in Canada, it is recommended that: 


A. 


A National Commissioner for Boxing be appointed and funded by the Federal Government. This 
National Commissioner would be responsible for research, and for recommending and monitoring 
uniform national standards and regulations in all aspects of professional and amateur boxing in 
Canada. He would work in close cooperation with Provincial Boxing Authorities, the Canadian 
Professional Boxing Federation and the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association through the 
establishment of a Canadian Boxing Board of Control. The implementation of such standards 
would remain the responsibility of the properly constituted National and Provincial Authorities 
and Associations. 


The National Commissioner establish a board to be known as the Canadian Boxing Board of 
Control for the purpose of establishing uniform national standards and regulations for the safe 
conduct of both professional and amateur boxing in Canada. This Board of Control shall comprise 
the Presidents of the Canadian Professional Boxing Federation and the Canadian Amateur Boxing 
Association as well as a designated member from each Provincial Boxing Authority. 


The Canadian Professional Boxing Federation and Canadian Amateur Boxing Association 
establish closer liaison at all levels of jurisdiction to promote actions that will be to the ultimate 
benefit of both the professional and amateur boxer. Such liaison at the provincial level is 
considered essential to the proper licensing of professional boxers graduating from amateur status. 


1.2 For professional boxing in Canada, it is recommended that: 


A. 


G. 


Each provincial government in Canada be asked to enact legislation governing professional boxing 

within its jurisdiction, where such legislation does not already exist, and to establish a Provincial 

Boxing Authority that would have power to regulate professional boxing within a province other 

than that given by the province to the National Commissioner. It is further recommended that all 

legislation should be uniform across Canada and as compatible as possible with American, British 

and other International rules. (A suggested Boxing Authority Act is shown at Annex B.) 

Each Provincial Boxing Authority be legally required, under their respective Provincial Boxing 

Authority Acts, to recognize the right of the National Commissioner to recommend and monitor 

national safety standards and uniform regulations governing boxing throughout Canada and be 

given other powers by the various provincial governments or authorities. 

Each Provincial Boxing Authority shall comprise five members appointed as follows: 

1. Two members at large appointed by the Provincial Government; 

2. One member appointed by the Provincial Medical Association who shall become the 
Provincial Authority Medical Advisor; 

3. One member appointed by the Provincial Press Association; and 

4. One member appointed from the ranks of provincial boxers. 

All Members of Provincial Boxing Authorities be selected and appointed on the basis of their 

knowledge and interest in professional boxing. 

All existing municipal boxing commissions be disbanded to permit a single and uniform regulation 

of professional boxing by each Provincial Boxing Authority. 

Upon enactment of appropriate provincial legislation, the Canadian Professional Boxing 

Federation limit its membership to all properly constituted Provincial Boxing Authorities except 

for the addition of the National Commissioner for Boxing in Canada in an ex-officio capacity. 

The Canadian Professional Boxing Federation be responsible for: 

1. The sanctioning of Canadian Championship Contests; 

2. The approval of World and Commonwealth Championship Contests held in Canada; 

3. The rating of professional boxers in Canada; 


4. Acting in conjunction with Provincial Boxing Authorities and the National Commissioner on 
licensing and other matters pertaining to boxing. 

The National Commissioner be empowered to prepare, print and distribute an agreed rule book for 

use by Provincial Authorities, licensed professional boxers, referees, judges, officials 

and participants. 


1.3 For amateur boxing in Canada, it is recommended that: 


A. 


The Canadian Amateur Boxing Association strengthen the effectiveness of its functional 

committees and provincial associations for the purpose of further developing its competitive, 

coaching and officiating programs and for improving communication within the Association. 

The Canadian Amateur Boxing Association strengthen its representation on the Executive and 

Rules Committee of the Association Internationale de la Boxe Amateur (AIBA) for the purpose of 

protecting Canadian interests in amateur boxing. 

As professional and amateur boxing in some provinces are administered by different ministries, it 

is recommended that all reference to amateur boxing be deleted from existing provincial legislation 

governing the regulation of professional boxing with the exception of the use of amateur boxers on 

professional boxing cards. 

Note: See Annex A — Recommended Structure and Responsibilities for the Organization of 
Professional and Amateur Boxing in Canada 


2.0 Records and Record-Keeping Systems 


2.1 For both amateur and professional boxing in Canada, it is recommended that: 


A.

A National Boxing Data Bank, under the direction of the National Commissioner, be established 
based on the existing computer services of the National Sport and Recreation Centre. The costs of 
maintaining such a system should be distributed equitably between federal and provincial 
governments, the Canadian Professional Boxing Federation and the Canadian Amateur Boxing 
Association. (The estimated set-up cost for this Data Bank is approximately $85,000.00. 

The annual operating cost is estimated at $6,000.00). 


Access terminals to the National Boxing Data Bank be established by each province where the need 
So justifies. 


Agreement be reached with foreign boxing authorities to establish reciprocal privileges of access to 
Foreign and Canadian Boxing Data Bank information. 


The National Commissioner for Boxing in Canada should establish, in liaison with the Canadian 
Professional Boxing Federation and the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association, the specific 
information required to be retained in the Data Bank for boxers, referees, cornermen, doctors, 
promoters and managers bearing in mind that amateur and professional requirements may differ. 


All boxers be required to hold a provincially recommended and nationally issued BOXING 
PASSPORT before being permitted to participate in boxing contests or exhibitions. 


All referees, judges, cornermen, ring physicians, promoters, managers, matchmakers and agents 
be issued with provincially approved licenses based on nationally agreed criteria, renewable 
annually subject to continued satisfactory performance, prior to participating in boxing activities. 


Standardized Boxer Medical Examination and Competition History Forms be developed by the 
National Commissioner for recording all pertinent personal statistics, competition histories and 
medical findings relating to a boxer. Such forms should be compatible with the input requirements 
of the National Boxing Data Bank. 


The National Commissioner be empowered to obtain such consultants as may be required to 
develop and implement the passport, record and record-keeping systems proposed. 


2.2 For professional boxing in Canada, it is recommended that: 


A. 


All Provincial Boxing Authorities utilize nationally agreed and standardized contract forms for 


every professional contest held in Canada. Proposed forms are suggested in the Suggested Boxing 
Act at Annex B. 


3.0 Ring Physicians, Medical Examinations and Medical Support 


3.1 For both amateur and professional boxing in Canada, it is recommended that: 


A. 


The National Commissioner have the authority to engage medical consultants for the purpose of 
advising him on medical matters pertaining to the practice of the sport of boxing; to conduct 
ongoing research and studies which, in the opinion of the National Commissioner, are necessary; 
and to establish medical standards, procedures and boxing medical educational programs for the 
purpose of reducing injuries in the sport. 


All Ring Physicians be required to complete a special training program in the medical aspects of 
boxing with emphasis on brain and eye injuries and in accordance with the curricula set forth by 
the National Commissioner or have demonstrated equivalent knowledge through practical 
experience prior to being granted authority to act in their designated capacity. In addition, in view 
of the fact that there has been considerable difficulty in obtaining the best caliber of specially 
trained Ring Physicians, adequate payment for these persons be provided. 


At least two Ring Physicians be present at all boxing contests and exhibitions. 
(Note: One doctor shall be designated as the Senior Ring Physician). 


Notwithstanding the primary duty of a referee to regulate the contest and to stop a bout when he 
considers a boxer outclassed or liable to suffer a serious injury, the Ring Physician shall have the 
authority to halt a contest at any time for medical reasons, to enter the ring and examine a boxer to 
determine whether or not he is fit to continue the contest. 


Each boxer be required to undergo a complete medical examination performed by a doctor 
designated by the Provincial Authority prior to the initial issue and annual revalidation of his 
National Boxing Passport. 

Governments be asked to partly assume the costs of boxer medical examinations from Amusement 
Taxes on Boxing Contests or other sources. The Task Force feels that this is imperative if proper 
and complete medical examinations of boxers are to be carried out. 


All referees, trainers and cornermen be required to successfully complete an educational program 
in the pertinent medical aspects of boxing as prescribed by the National Commissioner. 


The Provincial Authority, at the expense of the Promoter, or amateur organizing authority, fora 
contest or exhibition, shall arrange for the attendance of an emergency vehicle. In addition, the 
nearest neurosurgical unit shall be advised of the time and location of the contest or exhibition with 
the request that emergency neurosurgical care be easily available. 


A boxer who has sustained a severe beating, significant injury or actual knockout during a boxing 
contest shall, immediately and again within 24 hours, be thoroughly examined by a medical doctor, 
and undergo any such tests as this physician or a hospital emergency or neurosurgical department 
may prescribe and, when he returns home, abide by the medical advice given. 

A boxer who has received a knockout resulting from a blow to the head from any source shall be 
suspended from further boxing contests and contact training for a MINIMUM of sixty days or 
such longer period as the designated medical doctor may determine. 

A boxer who has received a second knockout within a period of six months shall be suspended 
from further boxing contests and contact training for a MINIMUM of 180 days or such longer 
period as the designated medical doctor may determine. 

A boxer who has received three or more knockouts shall be suspended from further competition 
and contact training. This may be subject to appeal which cannot be made until one year from the 
date of the last knockout. 

The provision for a standing eight count be deleted from the current rules for professional and 
amateur boxing as this rule is superceded by the right of the Ring Physician to halt a fight, to enter 
the ring and take whatever time is necessary to examine a boxer to ascertain whether he is fit or not 
to continue a contest.

N. A Boxer who has lost four consecutive contests shall be automatically suspended by the Authority 
and shall not be reinstated unless and until he has satisfied the Authority that he is medically fit to 
box and has sufficient expertise to engage in professional boxing without being exposed to undue 
risk of injury. 

O. A protected medical emergency route shall be provided from the ring leading to a dedicated 
medical treatment room in which the Ring Physicians may render emergency medical treatment to 
a Boxer, if required. 


For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. A boxer be required to undergo medical examinations by a doctor designated by the Provincial 
Authority including: 
1. adetailed complete medical history and examination on initial application fora BOXING 
PASSPORT, and an annual examination thereafter; 
2. amedical examination on the day of the contest; 
a medical check immediately prior to the boxer leaving his dressing room for a contest; and 
4. amedical check following the conclusion of the contest and prior to leaving the premises in 
which the contest is held. 
B. All medical examinations be conducted in accordance with the Regulations contained in the 
Suggested Provincial Boxing Act at Annex B. 
C. Copies of all medical examination reports prepared on forms approved by the National 
Commissioner shall be distributed as follows: 
- one copy retained by the attending physician; 
- one copy retained by the Provincial Authority; and 
- one copy to the Canadian Professional Boxing Federation; and 
- one copy retained by the National Commissioner for the National Data Bank file. 
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For amateur boxing, recognizing that bouts are of only three rounds each and that 
more than one bout may occur during a several day contest, it is recommended that: 


A. A boxer be required to undergo medical examinations by a specially trained doctor designated by 
the amateur sport governing body including: 
1. adetailed complete medical history and examination on initial application for a BOXING 
PASSPORT, and an annual examination thereafter; 
a medical examination on the first day of a tournament; 
a medical check on the day of the bout in which the boxer will compete; and 
4. amedical check following the conclusion of the bout prior to leaving the premises in which the 
contest is held. 
B. All medical examinations shall be conducted in accordance with the Regulations as suggested in the 
Suggested Provincial Act at Annex B. 
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C. Copies of all medical examination reports prepared on forms approved by the National 
Commissioner shall be distributed as follows: 
- one copy retained by the attending physician 
- one copy retained by the Provincial Sport Governing Body 
- one copy retained by the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association 
- one copy retained by the National Commissioner for the National Data Bank file 


Boxers 


For both professional and amateur boxers, it is recommended that: 


A. All boxers of twelve years of age and over shall hold a valid National Boxing Passport issued by the 
National Commissioner and certified by the appropriate Professional or Amateur Provincial 
Authority prior to participating in any boxing contest. This passport, revalidated annually, shall 
contain for example: 


1. The boxer’s full name and address. 

2. The boxer’s status — amateur or professional. 

3. The boxer’s performance category, e.g. the maximum number of rounds that the boxer has 
been and is permitted to engage in in any one contest. 

4. The name and address of the boxing authority under whose jurisdiction he is licensed 
or certified. 

5. A passport photo taken within the previous two years. 

A thumb print from the right thumb of the boxer. 

7. A list of all contests entered by the boxer, including the date of the contest, the number of 
rounds fought, the result and any injuries suffered, a rating of the severity of the contest 
(easy, average, tough) as assessed by the Provincial Authority or Amateur Sport Governing 
Body attending the fight. 

8. The findings of his last annual medical signed by the designated physician. These findings shall 
be one of three: 
**Fit to Box’’ ‘‘Unfit to Box’’ or ‘Suspended from boxing until

9. Arecord of all medical and neurological tests taken by the boxer including the date, location 

and name of attending physician. 
A boxer only be permitted to turn professional when he has attained the age of 18 years and has 
satisfied the Provincial Boxing Authority that he is fit and has sufficient expertise to engage in 
professional boxing without being exposed to undue risk of injury. In making this determination, 
the Provincial Boxing Authority may wish to liaise with the Provincial Amateur Sport Governing 
Body to review an amateur boxer’s previous medical and boxing history. 


4.2 For professional boxers, the Task Force was concerned with the frequency of bouts, the 
number of bouts per year, the number of rounds in each bout, and the length of the rest period 
between rounds. Therefore, it is recommended that: 


A.

A boxer shall not participate in any boxing contest for fourteen days following his most 

recent contest. 

A boxer shall not enter and participate in more than ten professional contests or exhibitions during 
any twelve month period. 

As no practical concensus could be reached, the Task Force recommends that the National 
Commissioner be empowered to investigate and make recommendations concerning the maximum 
number of rounds for any professional boxing contest in Canada including the length of rest 
periods between rounds bearing in mind the apparent higher risk of injury in longer contests. 
This study may be aided by the fact that in New York and Mexico over the ensuing months trials 
are being conducted to determine the merit of a 90 second rest period between rounds. 

When a boxer is recommended to be issued with a Boxing PASSPORT by his Provincial Boxing 
Authority, this recommendation should indicate the performance rating of the boxer, e.g. the 
maximum number of rounds the boxer may engage in in any one contest as assessed by his 
Provincial Boxing Authority. 

Each professional boxer be required to be in possession of his own personal equipment including: 
mouthpiece properly fitted by a qualified dental technician, regulation trunks, foul-proof guard, 
regulation footwear and socks, and a properly fitted protective headgear for use during training 
and contests of four rounds or less. 

A boxer be required to read and sign: A Boxing Contract with his Manager, when applicable, and 
a Boxer Contract with his Promoter, in the form provided by the National Commissioner and 
approved by his Provincial Boxing Authority prior to receiving authorization to participate in 

a contest or exhibition. 

A boxer shall contribute, at the time of initial issue and annual revalidation of his PASSPORT, an 
amount to be determined from time to time by the National Commissioner, toward compulsory 
National Death and Disability, and Medical Insurance Plans.

H. The National Commissioner examine the feasibility of establishing a Pension Plan for Boxers who 
make the sport their profession or occupation. 


For amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. Contests are limited to three 3 minute rounds with a one minute rest period. Therefore, a minimum 
of 48 hours shall normally elapse between consecutive contests in which the boxer participates. 

B. Inanamateur boxing tournament if a boxer is allowed to compete twice in less than 48 hours, the 
bouts shall comprise of not more than three two-minute rounds with one minute rest periods 
between each round. 

C. Anamateur boxer shall not enter or participate in more than twenty contests or exhibitions in any 
twelve month period. 

D. A Boxer must have attained the age of twelve years before he is permitted to engage in a boxing 
contest or exhibition. 


Foreign Boxers in Canada 


For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. All foreign boxers matched to fight in Canada shall be required to abide by all provisions of the 
legislation of the province in which they are engaged to fight. 
B. No foreign boxer be permitted to request or obtain a change in the Provincial Boxing Act and 
Regulations as a condition of participating in a contest or exhibition in Canada. 
C. All foreign boxers wishing to fight in Canada be required to present the following information to 
the Authority under whose jurisdiction the fight is to be held and before the contest is sanctioned: 
1. His full name and address. 
. His assumed name (if any) and any other assumed names he may have used in the past. 
3. His valid professional boxer’s license. 
The name and address of the Authority issuing the license at 3 above. 
The full report of a comprehensive medical examination undergone within one year of the 
date of the proposed contest including the full name and address of the examining physician. 
If the examining physician is not satisfactory to the Provincial Authority, then another 
complete medical examination shall be completed before the contest is approved. - 
6. Acomplete report of all injuries or illnesses sustained since that medical examination 
including those that occured in training. 
7. Acomplete list of all contests, exhibitions and places in which he fought during the twelve 
months prior to the proposed Canadian contest. 
8. The total number of fights in which he has been a contestant including the number of his wins 
and losses. 
9. A valid Boxing Passport where such passports are issued by his local authority. 
10. The name and address of his current Manager or Agent. 
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For amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. All foreign boxers wishing to compete in Canada be governed by the International Rules of AIBA 
as amended by the Articles and Rules governing Amateur Boxing in Canada as issued from time to 
time by the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association. 


Training and Training Facilities 


For both professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. All trainers and training facilities be appropriately licensed. 


B. The National Commissioner develop minimum National Training Equipment and 
Facility Standards.

The Provincial Boxing Authorities or Amateur Sport Governing Body inspect all training facilities 
within their jurisdiction annually, and more often if reason to do so, and, if satisfied that the 
National Training Equipment and Facility Standards are met, issue or continue the 

appropriate license. 


Provincial Boxing Authorities consider the provision of training facility and equipment 
maintenance grants to ensure that the National Training Equipment and Facility Standards 
can be met. 


All coaches / trainers be required to undergo a coaching certification program approved by the 
Canadian Professional Boxing Federation or the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association 

as applicable. 

Approved headgear, mouthpieces, foul guards and approved bandages and gloves shall be worn in 
every practice sparring session. 


Where amateur and professional boxers utilize the same training facility, that both the Provincial 
Boxing Authority and the Amateur Sport Governing Body shall be satisfied that proper measures 
are in effect to protect the amateur and professional boxers from serious injury. 


Referees and Judges 


For both amateur and professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. 
B.

For each contest or exhibition, there be a minimum of three judges and one referee. 
The referee shall not be involved in the scoring of a bout. 


Prior to a bout, the referee shall inspect the ring, its associated equipment and the boxers’ person, 
gloves, protective equipment and dress to ensure the required national safety standards are met. 


The referee shall have full responsibility for the conduct of a bout and for the stopping of that bout 
when he considers a boxer to be outclassed or to be liable to serious injury with the exception that 
the Ring Physician shall also have the right to halt the bout at any time for medical reasons. 

This exception does not, in any way, relieve the referee from his responsibility for the proper 
conduct of the bout and the safety of the boxers. 

The judges shall have sole responsibility for scoring the contest. 

A certification program be designed by the Canadian Professional Boxing Federation and the 
Canadian Amateur Boxing Association in conjunction with the National Commissioner for the 
training of professional and amateur referees and judges. These persons shall be certified or 
licensed at increasing levels of proficiency based upon the level of training received and their 
assessed practical proficiency. 

All referees and judges shall undergo an annual medical examination to determine their fitness, 
with particular reference to visual acuity, to undertake their assigned tasks. The visual acuity of 
judges and referees shall meet the standards recommended by the National Commissioner. 

No referee or judge shall be permitted to act at a contest or exhibition unless he holds a valid 
license or certificate appropriate to the level of contest or exhibition in which they plan 

to participate. 

In the event of professional and amateur contests being held on the same boxing card, amateur 
officials shall be assigned to the amateur contests or exhibitions and professional officials shall be 
assigned to the professional contests or exhibitions. Any exception will be by mutual agreement at 
the time. 

When several contests are held on one boxing card, the officiating of these contests should be 
shared by at least two referees to provide opportunity for experience and the upgrading of referees 
in general as well as for relief from fatigue. In the event that both professional and amateur 
contests are held on the same card, this will require a minimum of two amateur and two 
professional referees. 
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For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. No Referee or Judge shall be a member of a Provincial Boxing Authority. 


B. A Referee or a Judge of a contest may be named at any time by the appropriate Provincial Boxing 
Authority, or by the Federation in the case of a referee for a championship contest, however his 
name shall not be made public until announced by the Ring Announcer at the commencement of 
a contest. The Referee or Judge shall not disclose to anyone that he has been chosen prior to 
that announcement. 


Timekeepers 


For both professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that in addition to his current 
duties, the Timekeeper shall: 
A. Whenrequired by the Ring Physician, strike the bell twice indicating that the contest is halted in 
order that the Ring Physician may examine one or both of the boxers for medical reasons. 
B. The Timekeeper shall call and note the time as he strikes two bells and advise the 
referee accordingly. 


C. Should the Ring Physician declare the boxer(s) fit to continue the contest, the Timekeeper shall 
resume timing of the round from the time the Referee gives the order ‘‘box’’. 


D. Should the Ring Physician declare the boxer(s) unfit to continue the contest, the contest shall be 
stopped by the Referee and the Timekeeper shall record the contest stopped at the time he struck 
two bells. 

Inspectors 


For professional boxing, it is recommended that the Provincial Authority appoint a person(s) 
to act as Inspector(s) for a contest or exhibition to ensure the contest or exhibition runs 
smoothly in accordance with the Regulations and with as few interruptions and delays as 
possible. The Inspector(s) shall be responsible for: 

Ensuring that properly inspected and sealed electronic scales are available for the weigh-in; 
Ensuring that weigh-in regulations are adhered to by both contestants; 

Issuing regulation bandages and adhesive tape to each contestant for the bandaging of their hands; 
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Inspecting, stamping and initialling the bandaging of the hands of each boxer to indicate that such 
bandaging has been completed correctly; 


5. Inspecting and issuing gloves in accordance with the regulations to the contestants; 
6. For championship contests, retaining one set of spare gloves; 
~ 


Ensuring that all participants in the contest including the boxers, the referees, the timekeepers, the 
judges and the ring physicians are aware of the times that they are required to be at ringside; 


8. Issuing, collecting and endorsing, on behalf of the Authority, judges’ scoring cards 
for each round; 


9. Issuing clean water, clean towels and ice to the chief seconds at the commencement of 
each contest; 


10. Supervising the security and the maintenance of good order of the ring area, boxer entry and 
medical evacuation routes; 


11. Assisting the ring physicians, as required, with arrangements necessary for medical checks before 
and after a contest and the obtaining of urine specimens; and 


12. Undertaking such other duties as the Authority may prescribe. 


10.0 Seconds 


10.1 For both professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


All Seconds shall be licensed or certified before permission is granted for them to act as a Second at 

a contest or exhibition. 

Prior to the issue of a license or certification, a Second must meet the following requirements: 

1. Pass a Seconds Boxing Clinic held in accordance with the curriculum requirements specified by 
the Canadian Professional Boxing Federation or the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association 
respectively, including education in the medical aspects of boxing. 

2. Ifa professional, pay the licensing fee prescribed by the appropriate Provincial Boxing Authority. 

All Seconds use only the materials issued to them by the organizing authority which shall be 

limited to: 

1. Adrenalin 1/1000; 

Vaseline or petroleum jelly (professionals only); 

Gauze pads; 

Cotton swabs; 

Adhesive tape; 

Clean towels; 

Clean water; and 
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11.0 Promoters 


11.1 For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. 


B. 


All promoters be required to hold a valid license issued by the Provincial Boxing Authority before 

being permitted to promote a boxing contest or exhibition. 

No license be issued to a promoter until the Provincial Boxing Authority is satisfied that the 

promoter meets the following criteria: 

1. Has a satisfactory credit rating. 

2. Has posted a bond with his Boxing Authority in an amount determined from time to time by 
that Authority. 

3. Has produced at least three character references proving satisfactory and publicly acceptable 
performance in previous business ventures. 

4. Has demonstrated an adequate knowledge of the local Provincial Boxing Act and Regulations. 

5. Met the requirements of the local Provincial Boxing Act and Regulations in respect to the 
contest or exhibition to be promoted. 

The Provincial Boxing Authority shall determine the maximum number of promoters to be 

licensed in each province. 

Every promoter shall contribute an amount as determined from time to time by the National 

Commissioner, toward a National Death and Disability and Medical Insurance Plan on behalf of 

the boxers being promoted. 


12.0 Managers, Matchmakers and Agents 


12.1 For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. 


No person be permitted to act as a professional boxing Manager, Matchmaker or Agent unless he 
has a valid provincial license which shall be renewed annually subject to continued 

satisfactory performance. 

No license shall be issued to a Manager, Matchmaker or Agent until the Provincial Boxing 
Authority is satisfied that the person meets the following criteria: 

1. Hasa satisfactory credit rating. 

2. Has posted a bond with his Boxing Authority in an amount determined from time to time by 


that Authority. 
3. Has produced at least three character references proving satisfactory and publicly acceptable 
performance in previous business ventures. 
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4. Has demonstrated an adequate knowledge of the Provincial Boxing Act and Regulations and 
of the medical aspects and boxing at the level of Seconds and Trainers. 


C. No Manager, Matchmaker or Agent shall enter into a contract with a boxer for a period greater 
than three years without approval for renewal. 

D. Every Manager, Matchmaker or Agent shall contribute an amount as determined from time to 
time by the National Commissioner, toward a National Death and Disability and Medical 
Insurance Plan on behalf of the boxers being promoted or managed. 

Ring Standards 

For both professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 

A. Boxing rings shall be no more than 20 feet square nor less than 18 feet square measured within the 
ropes, and the ring platform shall extend beyond the ropes a distance not less than 2 feet 3 inches. 

B. The ring posts shall not be nearer the ring than 18 inches. 

C. The entire floor of the ring shall be padded with a 1 inch layer of impact absorbing material placed 
over a | inch base of building board mounted on a properly stressed frame. 

D. The padding shall be covered with canvas, duck or similar material tightly stretched and held 
securely in place by lacing under the ring apron floor. 

E. The height of the ring floor shall not be less than 3 feet nor more than 4 feet above the floor of the 
building and shall be provided with suitable steps mounted diagonally at the opposite corners for 
use of boxers, officials and seconds, and in one neutral corner adjacent to the Timekeeper for the 
use of the Ring Physician. 

F. Ring posts shall be made to extend from the floor of the building to a height of 58 inches above the 
ring floor and shall be wrapped in soft material so as to prevent injuries to the boxers. The coloring 
on two opposite corners shall be: one red, one blue. The coloring on the other posts shall be white. 

G. Thering ropes shall be four in number and not less than 1 inch in diameter. All ropes shall be 
wrapped securely in soft material. The lower rope shall be 18 inches above the ring floor, the 
second rope, 30 inches, the third rope, 42 inches and the fourth rope, 54 inches above the ring 
floor. The ropes shall be secured on all sides in the middle by a cord of soft material so that the 
ropes cannot be separated further apart at the middle than they are at the corner posts. 

H. Lighting shall be provided from above with a concentrating distribution from a 20 foot mounting 
height. There shall be a light intensity of at least 540 LX over the total ring area. 

I. The following equipment shall also be provided with the ring: 

1. Two shallow trays of ground resin. 

2. Aclean bucket and a cuspidor in each boxer’s corner. 

3. Second’s stools for each boxer’s corner. 

4. A gong or bell with striker mounted at ring floor level. 

5. Tables and chairs for three Judges, two Ring Physicians and the Timekeeper(s). 

Gloves 

For professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 

A. Only new gloves of a type approved by the National Commissioner and provided by the organizer 
shall be used for championship contests. 

B. Used gloves of a type approved by the National Commissioner may be used for other contests 
subject to passing an inspection by a properly qualified official of the Provincial Boxing Authority 
or Amateur Sport Governing Body. 

C. Forchampionship contests, one set of gloves shall be held as a spare in the event gloves must be 
replaced during the contest. 

D. Inall contests involving weight categories up to and including Lightweight only 8 ounce gloves of 


seamless and thumbless construction utilizing an internal thumb pocket and sponge padding shall 


be worn. In all contests involving weight categories above and including Welterweight only 
10 ounce gloves of seamless and thumbless construction utilizing an internal thumb pocket and 
sponge padding shall be worn. 
E. Inall gloves, the weight of the padding shall not be less than the weight of the leather portion. 
F. The padding of the gloves shall not be displaced or broken. 
G. Laces shall be knotted on the back of the gloves and 1 inch wide strip of adhesive tape shall be 
placed over the laces. 


H. In view of the fact that research is already being pursued with regard to gloves, it is recommended 
that the National Commissioner be authorized to conduct further investigations to determine the 
optimal method of construction and preferred weights of gloves to reduce injury. Following that 
study, the National Commissioner, in conjunction with the Provincial Authorities, shall issue 
National Standards for the construction and use of approved gloves. 


14.2 For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. Gloves shall be fitted and adjusted in the ring under the supervision of the referee and in the 
presence of a representative of the opponent. 


15.0 Bandages 


15.1 For professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. Inall classes hand bandages shall be restricted to thirty feet of soft gauze bandage not less than 2 
inches in width held in place by not more than fifteen feet of 1 inch adhesive tape for each hand. 


B. Innocase may the binding of adhesive tape be applied over the knuckles of a contestant’s hand or 
directly to the hand prior to bandaging. However, small pieces of adhesive tape not exceeding 
4 inches long and 1/2 inch wide may be placed between the fingers of each hand after the 
bandaging is complete. 

C. Inall contests, the correct quantities of bandaging and adhesive tape shall be issued to the 
contestants by the organizing authority. 


15.2 For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. Before entering the ring, the completed bandages shall be examined by the Inspector of the Boxing 
Authority and stamped and signed on each hand by that official signifying approval. 
After approval, the bandages shall not be altered in any manner. 


B. Thereferee shall check the bandages of both contestants prior to gloves being put on in the ring. 


15.3 For amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. Before entering the ring, the completed bandages shall be examined by the delegated official of the 
Amateur Boxing Association and stamped and signed on each hand by that official signifying 
approval. After approval, the bandages shall not be altered in any manner. 

B. After approval of the bandages, the gloves shall be put on in the presence of the delegated official 
prior to entering the ring. 


16.0 Foul-proof Guards 


16.1 For professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. All boxers be equipped with a foul-proof guard of a type approved by the National Commissioner. 
This guard shall be of a type that will enable the boxers to withstand any low blow delivered during 
a contest or exhibition. 

B. The National Commissioner shall be authorized to conduct a study to determine the optimal 
method of construction of a foul-guard designed to withstand any low blow delivered during a 
contest or exhibition. Following this study, the National Commissioner-shall issue National 


Standards for the construction and use of approved foul-guards. 


17.0 Mouthpieces 


17.1 For professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. 


All boxers be equipped with a properly professionally fitted protective mouthpiece of a type 
approved by the National Commissioner. This mouthpiece shall be used during all contests and 
exhibitions including contests that are deemed to be training sessions. 

The National Commissioner shall be authorized to conduct a study to determine the optimal 
method of construction and use of a mouthpiece for the protection of the boxer. Following this 
study, the National Commissioner shall issue National Standards for the acquisition and 
construction of mouthpieces. 


18.0 Headgear 


18.1 For professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. 


The National Commissioner be authorized to conduct a study to determine the optimal method of 
construction and use of headgear for the protection of boxers. Following this study, the National 
Commissioner shall issue National Standards for construction and use of protective headgear. 


18.2 For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. 


The use of headgear for all professional contests would not appear realistic at the present time. 
While evidence indicates that there could be a reduction of cuts or lacerations, the present type of 
headgear available does not prevent knockouts or severe head injuries. There is need for 
continuing research on headgear that will reduce seriousness of blows to the jaw and the back of 
the head resulting from falls to the canvas. The Task Force recommends, however, the use of 
headgear for professional bouts of four rounds or less. This would be valuable for two reasons: 
first, headgear would prevent cuts and lacerations occuring during the early career of a 
professional boxer; and second, the spectators at professional contests would become gradually 
acclimatized to the sight of boxers wearing such protective equipment which, after further research 
and development, may well become the norm for all professional contests. 


18.3 For amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. 


Even though available headgear does not prevent knockouts, it does reduce cuts and lacerations, 
therefore, all boxers shall be equipped with a properly fitted protective headgear of a type 
approved by the National Commissioner and altered as headgear improves. This headgear shall be 
worn during all contests and exhibitions including contests that are deemed to be training sessions, 
except where Olympic or International Rules state to the contrary. 


19.0 Finance and Taxation 


19.1 For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. 


Appropriate regulations be enacted to permit a portion of all provincial and municipal taxes levied 
on boxing contests or exhibitions to be returned to a National Boxing Fund administered by the 
National Commissioner. Disbursements from this fund shall be partly restricted to a Death and 
Disability Insurance Plan and a Medical Insurance Plan, where indicated, for all boxers as well as a 
Retirement Savings Plan for all licensed professional boxers should such latter plan be developed 
by the National Commissioner and agreed to by the Provincial Authorities. 


Each Provincial Boxing Authority establish a schedule of license fees for the following:

19.2 For amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. 


All financial arrangements for amateur boxers appearing on professional boxing cards shall be in 
accordance with the Special Rules Concerning the Use of Amateur Boxers on Professional Boxing 
Cards as in the suggested legislation at Annex B. 


20.0 Contracts 


20.1 For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A.

When applicable, each Boxer be required to hold a signed contract with his Manager. 

Such contracts should be executed on a form similar to that in the suggested legislation at Annex B. 
Each Boxer be required to hold a signed contract with his Promoter prior to a contest or 
exhibition. Such contract shall be executed on a form similar to that in the suggested legislation 

at Annex B. 

All parties to a contract be required to declare all revenues or expected revenues accruing from the 
completion of a Promoter / Boxer Contract and accruing from time to time during the course of a 
Manager / Boxer Contract. 

Each contestant in a contest be required to sign a Rules Declaration for the contest concerned. 

All contracts and contractual arrangements be governed as suggested in the section entitled 
“‘Contracts’’ in the suggested legislation at Annex B. 


21.0 Matchmaking 


21.1 For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. 


D. 


The promoter of any contest or exhibition shall be responsible to provide the Provincial Boxing 
Authority with authentic information substantiating the suitability, in terms of equality of match, 
of the boxers proposed for each bout. 

The Provincial Boxing Authority shall be responsible for verifying the information provided by the 
promoter as to the suitability of the match and, where not satisfied, seek additional information 
from whatever source deemed necessary or withhold sanction of the proposed event. 

For championship competitions, the responsibility outlined in B above shall rest with the Canadian 
Professional Boxing Federation. 

Where a promoter consistently proposes contests or exhibitions in which the opponents are 
obviously mismatched or is found guilty of inte’ ‘onally withholding information or providing 
misleading information, this promoter be liable 1. suspension and/or fine. 
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For amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. The Provincial Amateur Boxing Association be responsible for ensuring that all contests or 
exhibitions held within its jurisdiction are composed of equally matched opponents. 

B. For national competitions, the responsibilities outlined in A above shall rest with the Canadian 
Amateur Boxing Association. 


Insurance and Retirement Plans 


For professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. All boxers, and others on a voluntary basis including: referees, judges, coaches, cornermen and 
other officials contribute to National Group Medical Insurance Plans chosen by the National 
Commissioner in conjunction with the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association and the Canadian 
Professional Boxing Federation respectively (Note: a Group Medical Insurance Plan is now in 
effect for paid-up members of the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association). 


For professional boxing, it is recommended that: 


A. All boxers contribute to a Death and Disability Insurance Plan through the 
National Commissioner. 

B. All Promoters, Managers, Matchmakers and Agents shall contribute to a Death and Disability 
Insurance Plan through the National Commissioner on behalf of the boxers with whom they hold 
valid contracts. 

C. The National Commissioner be empowered to determine, through investigation, the Death and 
Disability Insurance Plan of greatest cost benefit to the contributing boxer and to establish a 
division of contributions deemed equitable between the Boxer, Promoter, Manager, Matchmaker 
and Agent. 

D. The National Commissioner be requested to determine the feasibility of implementing a 
Retirement Savings Plan of greatest cost benefit to the contributing boxer where boxing is his main 
profession or occupation and, if required, to establish a division of contributions deemed equitable 
between the Boxer, Promoter, Manager, Matchmaker and Agent. 


Pro-Am Boxing 


For professional and amateur boxing, it is recommended that Pro-Am boxing be permitted 
under the conditions set forth in the suggested legislation at Annex B. 


Closed Circuit Television 


During the course of its deliberations, the Task Force noted that several professional boxing 

contests were shown at closed circuit television theatres in Canada. There appeared to be no 

control of the quality of such showings nor did there appear to be any financial benefit 

accruing to Canadian Boxing as a result of ticket sales. The Task Force recommends, 

therefore, that: 

A. Each Provincial Authority establish minimum standards and guidelines for closed circuit television 
showings of professional boxing contests; and 


B. Each Provincial Authority consider the imposition of a tax on closed circuit television showings of 
professional fights in Canada with a portion of such taxation revenues being dedicated to a joint 
National and Provincial Boxing Fund. 


Kick Boxing 


The Task Force noted during its work that there may be a requirement to examine the 
regulations and safety aspects pertaining to kick boxing. It was not possible for the Task 


Force, in the time allotted to it, to undertake this investigation. It is recommended, therefore, 
that all aspects of the sport of kick boxing be examined by the National Commissioner to 
determine the merit of this particular sport in terms of safety and public appeal and, if so 
required, to consider measures for its more effective regulation as well as specific 

actions designed to protect the safety of the individual kick boxer. 


26.0 Illegal Boxing 


26.1 It is recommended that: 


A. Promoting any boxing contest in Canada without provincial authority shall be considered an 
offence under the appropriate provincial boxing legislation. 
Note: 
Boxing contests such as: 
**So you think you’re tough”’ boxing, ‘‘street brawls’’ and other such contests or derivatives shall 
be considered contrary to the provincial regulations governing professional boxing 
within a province.

PROFESSIONAL AND AMATEUR BOXING IN CANADA 
RECOMMENDED RESPONSIBILITIES 


National Commissioner for Boxing in Canada 

The National Commissioner for Boxing in Canada will be a person of recognized stature possessing 
unquestioned integrity as well as positive leadership and creative qualities. He will have the capability to act as 
a respected National Chairman without favor to any particular boxing interest. He will have the experience 
necessary to have gained a mature understanding of organizational and personal relationships including an 
ability to promote an atmosphere of cooperation among all involved in Canadian Boxing. He will also be of 
an age to be sensitive to the needs and aspirations of young Canadian athletes involved in the sport of boxing. 


The National Commissioner for Boxing in Canada will be responsible for recommending and monitoring 
national safety standards and uniform regulations governing boxing in Canada and, in particular, but not 
limited to, the following: 


1. Coordination of interprovincial relationships on boxing matters. 
2. Publication and national distribution of agreed rules on professional boxing. 
3. Administration of a National Boxing Data Bank. 
4. Developing and recommending national standards for the training and licensing of referees, 
officials and participants in professional boxing. 
5 Developing and recommending national boxing equipment standards. 
6. Medical Research in boxing. 
7. Administration of a National Boxing Insurance Fund. 
8. Acting as an ex-officio member of the Canadian Professional Boxing Federation and the 
Canadian Amateur Boxing Association Executive. 
9. Publication and distribution of nationally agreed informational materials to educate the general 
public in all matters pertaining to the proper and safe regulation of boxing in Canada. 
10. Chairmanship of the Canadian Boxing Board of Control. 
11. Liaison with Commonwealth and World Bodies in conjunction with the Canadian Professional 
Boxing Federation. 


Canadian Boxing Board of Control 

Under the chairmanship of the National Commissioner for Boxing in Canada, the Canadian Boxing Board of 
Control is responsible for advising the National Commissioner on all matters concerning uniform national 
standards, procedures, legislation and rules governing professional and amateur boxing in Canada. 


Canadian Professional Boxing Federation 
The Canadian Professional Boxing Federation is responsible for: 


- the sanctioning of Canadian Championship Contests; 
. the approval of World and Commonwealth Championship Contests held in Canada; 
- the rating of professional boxers in Canada; and 


- acting in conjunction with Provincial Boxing Authorities and the National Commissioner on 
matters in the interest of safety in boxing in Canada. 


Provincial Boxing Authorities 
Provincial Boxing Authorities are responsible for: 
- supervision and regulation of all professional boxing in a province; 
- enforcing the uniform rules for the conduct of boxing as contained in the Regulations of the 
Provincial Boxing Act; 
- providing for the licensing of all persons engaged in or connected with the presentation of 
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professional boxing contests or exhibitions in the province; 

enforcing the medical standards and periodic medical examinations for Boxers, Officials and 
Participants, as prescribed by the Regulations of the Provincial Boxing Act; 

training of officials licensed within the province in accordance with standards established by the 
National Commissioner; and 

the imposition of fines, suspensions and other penalties in cases of infringement of a Provincial 
Boxing Authority Act or Regulations. 


Canadian Amateur Boxing Association 
The Canadian Amateur Boxing Association is responsible: 


to promote, encourage and develop the widest participation and the highest proficiency amongst 
the members of the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association; 

to arrange or assist in the arrangement of courses of instruction for coaches, athletes, officials or 
other interested persons in matters concerning the sport of amateur boxing 

to promote or assist in the promotion of international meets, championships, competitions, 
demonstrations and events relating to amateur boxing; 

to lay down and enforce rules and regulations covering all members of the Canadian Amateur 
Boxing Association (in conjunction with the International Amateur Boxing Association - 
Association Internationale de la Boxe Amateur) and the repression of any abuses in the sport by 
members of the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association; and 

to approve any competitor or team of competitors chosen to represent Canadian Amateur Boxing 
Association members in international competition either in Canada or abroad. 


Provincial Amateur Boxing Associations 
Provincial Amateur Boxing Associations are responsible: 


to control, direct and regulate all amateur boxing club matches, tournaments, regional and 
provincial championships, as well as inter-provincial and international competitions under 

its jurisdiction; 

to provide equal opportunities for all amateur boxers in any part of the province to reach their 
highest ahtletic potential, and to aid all regional areas equally in the development of their amateur 
boxing programs; 

to institute annual provincial amateur boxing championships for all age classifications; 


to recognize potential for excellence of individual competitors and to promote their participation 
in national and international competitions and tournaments; 


to uphold and enforce, within the province, the rules of the Canadian Amateur Boxing 
Association, with emphasis on safety, health and clean amateur sportsmanship; 


to cooperate with all levels of government (national, provincial and municipal) as well as other 
sport governing bodies and associations in integrating amateur boxing in amateur 

multi-sport programs; 

to assist members and affiliated clubs by providing opportunities for participation in coaching and 
technical officials clinics, as well as training camps; and 

to seek, accept and control funds in the form of grants, donations or sponsorship for the purpose 
of its program, and to inform affiliated clubs of the availability, source and use of such funds.

of professional and amateur boxing in Canada’ 
‘‘Boxing’’ means the act, skill or art of fighting with the fists with or without the use of gloves 
and for the purposes of this act includes any aberration of the act, skill or art thereof;

**Official’’ means a person who participates in boxing in an official capacity, and includes

‘‘Draw’’ means a contest or exhibition in which all three judges so decide, or if two judges so 
decide, or if one judge decides that a contest shall be declared a draw and the other two judges 
each vote for a separate Boxer; 
‘“Gross Gate Receipts’’ means all monies collected in respect to a boxing match including all 
television and film royalties or any monies paid to obtain the right to reproduce the boxing 
contest or exhibition in any form; 
‘*Closed Circuit Televised Boxing’’ means the showing of a boxing contest or exhibition 
through the means of closed circuit television, film projection or any other electronic 
projection device. For the purposes of this Act, the meaning shall not be limited by any 
generality of any of the foregoing; 
‘‘Championship Committee’ means a committee of the Canadian Professional Boxing 
Federation responsible for the sanctioning and approval of championship contests; 
‘“National Data Bank’’ means a National Boxing Data Bank administered and controlled by 
the National Commissioner; 
‘‘Appearance forfeit’? means a sum of money deposited by the Boxer when entering into a 
contract with a Promoter to participate in a contest or exhibition which shall be forfeited to the

Authority if the Boxer fails to appear for the contest or exhibition for reason of other than 
properly declared medical unfitness; and 

(x) ‘‘Weight forfeit’? means a sum of money deposited by the Boxer when entering into a contract 
with a Promoter to participate in a contest or exhibition which shall be forfeited to the 
Authority if the Boxer fails to weigh-in at the required weight specified in his contract and, 
in consequence, is precluded from participating in the contest or exhibition. 


There shall be a body corporate to be known as the ‘‘Provincial Boxing Authority’’ which shall be 

composed of five members appointed by the Governor in Council. These members shall be 

appointed as follows: 

(a) Two members at large appointed by the Provincial Government; 

(b) One member appointed by the Provincial Medical Association who shall become the 
Provincial Authority Medical Advisor; 

(c) One member appointed by the Provincial Press Association; and 

(d) One member appointed from the ranks of provincial boxers. 


The Governor in Council shall designate a member of the Authority to be the Chairman. 
A member of the Authority shall hold office for such term as is prescribed by his appointment. 


Members of the Authority may be paid the necessary expenses incurred by them while engaged in 
the performance of their official duties and such salary or remuneration as the Governor in 
Council may determine. 


There shall be appointed in accordance with the Civil Service Act or otherwise as the case may 
require, a Secretary-Treasurer, Medical Advisor, and such other officers, staff and employees as 
may be required by the Authority for the proper conduct and management of the affairs 

of the Authority. 


The Authority may employ or appoint such temporary staff or advisors as it may deem necessary 
to provide adequate supervision of boxing contests or exhibitions. 


The salaries and expenses of the Authority and of the Secretary-Treasurer, Medical Advisor and 
other officers, staff or employees, and generally all costs, charges and expenses incurred and 
payable in respect of the carrying out of the provisions of this Act or the Regulations shall be paid 
out of the Consolidated Fund. 


The Minister shall have general supervision and direction of the work of the Authority. 


All revenues of the Authority, including license fees and penalties, shall be paid into and form the 
Provincial Boxing Fund as a part of the Consolidated Fund of the Province. 


Every person promoting, conducting or holding a boxing contest or exhibition including closed 
circuit televised boxing contest or exhibition in the Province shall pay to the Authority, an amount 
to be determined from time to time by the Authority but not exceeding five percent of the gross 
gate receipts received by such person in respect of such contest or exhibition. For the purposes of 
this Section, ‘‘gross gate receipts’’ does not include any tax, levy or commission pursuant to the 
Theatres and Amusements Act. 


The accounts of the Authority shall be audited by the Auditor General or by such other auditor as 
the Governor in Council appoints. 


The objects of the Authority are to: 

(a) supervise and regulate boxing in the Province; 

(b) enforce the uniform rules for the conduct of boxing as contained in the Regulations 
of this Act; 

(c) provide for the licensing of all persons engaged in or connected with the presentation of boxing 
contests or exhibitions; 

(d) enforce the medical standards and periodic medical examinations for Boxers and Officials as

prescribed by the Regulations of this Act; and 
(e) train officials licensed within the province in accordance with standards established by the 
National Commissioner in consultation with the Federation. 


The Authority, subject to the approval of the Governor in Council, may make regulations: 

(a) prescribing the rules of procedure to govern proceedings of the Authority; 

(b) concerning the issuance of licenses for Boxers, Officials, Promoters and Participants; 

(c) prescribing the manner of applications for licenses; 

(d) prescribing and regulating the fees to be paid for licenses; 

(e) prescribing the privileges, terms, conditions, limitations and restrictions to be granted to or 
observed by any licensee; 

(f) prescribing the conditions upon which licenses may be issued and providing for the revocation, 
suspension or withholding of licenses; 

(g) prescribing adherence to the form and content of contracts as prescribed by the National 
Commissioner, in consultation with the Federation, between Boxers, Managers, Promoters or 
other Participants, and for the filing thereof with the Authority; 

(h) concerning bonds, deposits or forfeits to be posted by Promoters, Boxers or Participants; 

(i) concerning approval by the Authority of details of any proposed boxing contest or exhibition 
and the filing of contracts relating thereto; 

(j) providing for disciplinary action against Boxers, Promoters, Participants or Officials, 
including fines, suspensions, or revocation of licenses; 

(k) monitoring standards for training facilities, rings and personal equipment as established by the 
National Commissioner in consultation with the Federation; 

(1) monitoring the standards of refereeing and judging and the conduct of contests or exhibitions 
as provided in this Act; 

(m) concerning the medical examination of all boxers and the availability of medical assistance 
during any contest or exhibition as provided in this Act; and 

(n) concerning the conduct of closed circuit televised boxing contests or exhibitions. 


The Authority shall recognize and support the authority of the National Commissioner for Boxing 

in Canada to conduct research; recommend and monitor uniform national safety standards and 

regulations; and, but not limited by, to conduct the following functional activities: 

(a) Administration of a National Boxing Data Bank. 

(b) Administration of a National Boxing Insurance Fund. 

(c) Medical Research in boxing. 

(d) Developing and recommending national standards for the training and licensing of referees, 
officials and participants in professional boxing. 

(e) Developing and recommending national boxing equipment standards. 

(f) Publication and national distribution of agreed professional rules on boxing and national 
guides for all officials and participants. 

(g) Publication and national distribution of agreed informational materials to educate the general 
public on all matters pertaining to the proper and safe regulation of boxing. 

(h) Coordination of interprovincial relationships on boxing matters. 

(i) Chairmanship of a Canadian Boxing Board of Control. 

(j) Liaison with Commonwealth and World Bodies in conjunction with the Canadian 
Professional Boxing Federation. 

(k) Acting as an ex-officio member of the Canadian Professional Boxing Federation and the 
Canadian Amateur Boxing Association Executive. 


Where there is a conflict between provisions of this Act and Regulations made hereunder and any 
other acts or regulations, the provisions of this Act and the Regulations made hereunder 
shall prevail. 


No person shall conduct, promote or hold a boxing contest or exhibition including a closed circuit 
televised boxing contest or exhibition in the Province without a license from the Authority.

No person shall engage, officiate or participate in a boxing contest or exhibition in the Province 
without a license from the Authority which shall be the sole licensing body in this respect. 


A person who violates this Section shall be guilty of an offence and upon summary conviction shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding ten thousand dollars. 


Notwithstanding any other provision of this Act or the Regulations, the Authority is authorized 
and empowered to impose fines up to ten thousand dollars or twenty-five percent of the gross gate 
receipts, whichever is the greater amount, for a violation of any provision of this Act 

or the Regulations. 


The Authority is authorized and empowered to hold hearings relating to the carrying out of its 
objects or powers, and to summon any person by subpoena signed by the Chairman, and to require 
such person to give evidence on oath and to produce such documents and things as the Authority 
may deem requisite in any such hearing. For the purpose of any such hearing, the Authority shall 
have and may exercise all the powers of a commissioner appointed under the Public Inquiries Act. 


An order or a decision of the Authority imposing a fine, suspension or revocation of license may be 
appealed by the person affected to a judge of the Supreme Court by serving a Notice of Appeal on 
the Chairman or Secretary-Treasurer of the Authority within twenty days after the date of the 
order or decision appealed against. On the hearing of any such appeal, the Judge may consider the 
record of the proceedings before the Authority and such additional or further evidence as he 
considers appropriate in the circumstances and may confirm, rescind or vary the order or decision 
of the Authority. 


With respect to amateur boxing, the Authority, subject to the approval of the Governor in Council 
and after all reasonable consultation with representatives of amateur boxing authorities, 

may make regulations: 

(a) where deemed appropriate, relating to assistance of amateur boxing in the Province; and 

(b) relating to the use of amateur Boxers in a professional boxing contest or exhibition. 


The exercise by the Authority and the Governor in Council of the power and authority contained in 
Sections 10 and 17 shall be regulations within the meaning of the Regulations Act. 


This Act shall come into force on and not before such day as the Governor in Council orders and 
declares by proclamation.

OFFICERS & PROCEDURES 


The Chairman of the Authority shall preside at all meetings of the Authority. 
A Vice-Chairman shall be appointed by the members of the Authority to hold office for one year. 


The Vice-Chairman shall assume all the powers of the Chairman, should the Chairman be absent 
or unable to fulfill his office. 


A Secretary-Treasurer shall be appointed by the members of the Authority, to hold office for 

one year, and 

(a) shall be responsible for recording minutes of all meetings of the Authority; 

(b) shall, with the Chairman, or failing the Chairman, the Vice-Chairman, be responsible for the 
fiscal matters of the Authority. 


The Authority shall meet at the call of the Chairman, or by a majority of the members of 
the Authority. 


The annual meeting shall be held in each year on the first Saturday in the month of November. 
A majority of the members of the Authority shall constitute a quorum. 


Any member of the Authority may act in the interests of the Authority, if authorized by the 
Chairman, and shall file a report of his activities with the Secretary-Treasurer and the Chairman. 


All motions may be passed at meetings of the Authority by a simple majority. 


All applications, records, and other papers and documents filed with the Authority shall become 
the property of the Authority. 


LICENSING 


An application for a license shall be on a standard form supplied by the Authority. 
All applications for a license shall be filed with the Authority. 


The Authority shall provide the National Commissioner with a copy of the license for input into 
the National Data Bank. 


Persons applying for licenses shall supply a list of their principals, affiliations or associations upon 
the request of the Authority. 


An application for a sanction to conduct a boxing contest or exhibition shall be presented to the 

Authority at least twenty-one days prior to the date of the proposed contest or exhibition and 

shall include 

(a) the names of the proposed Boxers for the contest or exhibition; 

(b) the date and location of the proposed contest; 

(c) be accompanied by the prescribed fee as may be regulated from time to time by the Authority; 

(d) authentic information substantiating, in terms of equality of match of Boxers proposed for 
each contest or exhibition; and 

(e) full medical reports on the Boxers concerned in the form prescribed by these Regulations. 

The Authority shall, within 72 hours of receipt of an application for sanction of a championship 

contest, forward such application to the Federation. 

Before approving any contest the Federation, for championship contests, or the Authority for 

other contests or exhibitions, shall verify the information provided by the Promoter or other 

participant as to the suitability of the match and, where not satisfied, seek additional information

from whatever source deemed necessary or withhold sanction of the contest or exhibition. 


Once received by the Federation or the Authority, the application, copies of the contracts, 
medicals and the required sanction fee are to be immediately sent to the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Federation or the Authority as applicable. Providing it is a legitimate application fora 
well-matched contest, sanction or approval shall be granted within 72 hours of the information 
reaching the respective Secretary-Treasurer. 

Both participants in a contest or exhibition shall arrive in the municipality where the match is to 
take place not less than the day before the scheduled date of a non-title contest or 5 days before the 
scheduled date of a championship contest. 


Prior to the morning of the day of the contest, the contract shall be read by the Federation or 
Authority to the Boxers, their Managers and the Promoter to ensure that all parties are fully 
conversant with the contracts, their contents and requirements. At this time, there shall be a final 
check of all signatures on the contracts and their validity. 


There shall be no return contest clause inserted into any contract for a boxing contest and there 
shall not be any form of agreement for a return contest. 


Prior to a scheduled contest or exhibition, both Boxers, their Managers or authorized 
representatives, the Promoter, Commissioner (and the delegated official of the Federation for 
Championship Contests) shall meet in private, or otherwise as deemed appropriate, to thoroughly 
examine the Regulations governing the contest or exhibition and to affix their signatures to the 
Declaration of Rules provided by the Federation or Authority. 


Promoters are not permitted to offer for sale any tickets for a proposed boxing contest or 
exhibition until the official sanction has been granted by the Federation or Authority. 


A Boxer shall not be issued a PASSPORT as a professional until he has attained the age of 18 years 
and has satisfied the Authority, in the sole discretion of the Authority, that he is fit to box and has 
sufficient expertise to engage in professional boxing without being exposed to undue risk of injury. 


Boxers applying fora PASSPORT for the first time, and annually thereafter shall submit to a 
medical examination by the Authority Medical Advisor or a duly qualified physician designated by 
the Authority. 


The Authority shall, on initial issue of a PASSPORT to a Boxer, annually thereafter and at such 
other times that in its sole discretion it determines, specify the maximum number of rounds that the 
holder of the PASSPORT may undertake in any one contest or exhibition. In making this 
specification, the Authority may utilize such tests, as in its sole discretion it determines, to 
ascertain the professional expertise and medical fitness of the Boxer concerned. 


The Ring Physician or a physician designated by the Authority shall conduct a medical 

examination of all contestants in boxing contests, in the form prescribed by these Regulations 

as follows 

(a) on initial application fora BOXING PASSPORT and annually thereafter; 

(b) on the day of the contest; 

(c) immediately prior to the boxer leaving his dressing room for a contest; and 

(d) following the conclusion of the contest and prior to leaving the premises in which the contest 
is held. 

The Ring Physician shall provide a written report on the condition of each Boxer after the contest 

or exhibition including any recommendations for further treatment, examination or suspension. 


Medical examinations shall be performed in accordance with Schedule ‘‘C’’, 
‘‘Medical Procedures’’. 


Medical examination forms may be obtained from the National Commissioner, Federation 
or Authority. 


A Boxer who has sustained a severe beating or significant injury or actual knockout during a 
boxing contest shall, immediately and again within 24 hours, be thoroughly examined by a medical 
doctor, and undergo any such tests as this physician or a hospital emergency department may 
prescribe, and when he returns home abide by the medical advice given. A Boxer who fails to abide 
by this provision shall be suspended for a period not exceeding 6 months.

The following shall apply to all Boxers 

(a) A boxer who has received a knockout resulting from a blow to the head from any source shall 
be suspended from further boxing contests and contact training fora MINIMUM of sixty days 
or such longer period as the designated medical doctor may determine; 

(b) A boxer who has received a second knockout resulting from a blow to the head from any 
source within a period of six months shall be suspended from further boxing contests and 
contact training fora MINIMUM of 180 days or such longer period as the designated medical 
doctor may determine; 

(c) A boxer who has received three or more knockouts resulting from blows to the head from any 
source shall be suspended from further competition. This may be subject to appeal which 
cannot be made until one year from the date of the last knockout.

Boxers shall submit an application fora PASSPORT in the prescribed form accompanied by 

(a) acopy of the completed medical form signed by the Authority Medical Advisor or a medical 
doctor designated by the Authority stating the Boxer has been examined by the doctor within 
the current license year as required by Section 14 and stating that the Boxer is fit to box; 

(b) a birth certificate indicating that the Boxer is at least 18 years of age; 

(c) asigned certificate of waiver, stating the boxer will submit to blood tests and urinalysis; 

(d) asigned certificate of waiver, stating the Boxer will allow the Authority Medical Advisor 
or a medical doctor designated by the Authority access to all his previous medical records;

Promoters or Participants who default on payment of any debts or obligations in connection with 
a contest or exhibition shall have their license suspended until full payment is made. 


PROMOTERS 


All Promoters are required to hold a valid license issued by the Authority before being permitted to 
promote a boxing contest or exhibition. The Authority may limit the number of licenses issued to 
promoters within the Province. 


The Authority shall appoint Inspector(s) for a contest or exhibition to ensure the contest or 
exhibition runs smoothly in accordance with these Regulations with as few interruptions and delays 
as possible. 


A Promoter shall have one standby contest or exhibition ready during a contest or exhibition. The 
Boxers on standby shall be paid in full in the event of the standby contest taking place. In the event 
of the standby contest or exhibition not taking place, the Boxers will receive a sum not less than

In the event of the disqualification of a Boxer, the Authority shall withhold his fee (other than 
reasonable travelling expenses).

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Every promoter shall contribute one percent of the gross gate receipts for a contest or exhibition 
toward a National Death and Disability and Medical Insurance Plan on behalf of the boxers 
being promoted.

A Promoter desiring to conduct a boxing contest or exhibition under the auspices of or in 
conjunction with a charitable organization shall submit the proposed agreement, setting forth the 
terms and conditions of the contest to the Authority for approval, 


A Promoter shall not conduct more than one boxing program per week without the special 
approval of the Authority. 


Promoters shall be responsible for all the details necessary to keep boxing on a level that will give 
the sport a clean and healthy environment. 

Promoters shall be responsible for the maintenance of good order and the proper conduct of their 
contests or exhibitions. Should the spectators conduct themselves in an unseemly manner, the 
contest or exhibition shall be discontinued until order is restored, or failing restoration of order, 
discontinued entirely. 

Promoters shall make such arrangements to safeguard the premises where boxing contests and 
exhibitions are conducted to ensure to the Authority’s satisfaction that adequate protection is 
taken against riot, stampede, or disorderly conduct. 

Promoters shall not offer for sale, or cause to be sold, alcoholic beverages on the premises prior 
to, during, or immediately after a boxing contest or exhibition, without written approval 

of the Authority. 

Promoters shall not offer for sale, or cause to be sold, any container or object which might be 
thrown and cause injury to any person attending a contest or exhibition. 


Promoters shall retain on file, for inspection by the Authority, all documentation and financial 
records pertaining to a contest or exhibition including a closed circuit televised contest or exhibition 
for a period of twelve months following the date of the contest or exhibition. 


BOXERS 


All Boxers are required to hold a valid BOXING PASSPORT issued by an Authority before being 
permitted to participate in a contest or exhibition. 


A Boxer participating in a contest or exhibition shall wear a costume approved by the Authority 
which shall include 
(a) regulation trunks which shall extend not above the waistline and reach to halfway between the 
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knee and thigh (the Boxer must have two pairs of trunks, each of a different colour, available 
at each contest or exhibition); 

(b) a foul-proof guard of a type approved by the National Commissioner; 

(c) a properly fitted mouthpiece of a type approved by the National Commissioner; 

(d) regulation footwear (Section 99); and 

(e) headgear of a type approved by the National Commissioner for use in contact training and 
contests of four rounds or less. 

A Boxer shall not have a beard or more than 48 hours of hair growth on his face on the day of any 

contest or exhibition. He shall not wear a moustache which extends below the angles of the mouth. 


A Boxer shall not use substances which might handicap an opponent. 

A Boxer may, at the discretion of the Referee, use a slight application of grease or vaseline on the 
bridge of his nose, on his eyebrows and behind his ears. 

A Boxer shall not use any drugs or stimulants prior to a contest or exhibition. 


A Boxer who is overweight at the time of weigh-in shall not be provided with additional time to 
make the required weight. 

A Boxer shall be weighed by an Official of his local Authority bi-monthly and shall produce a 
record of such weighings endorsed by an Official of his local Authority at the time of his 
Pre-Contest Medical Examination. 


If a Boxer is ready to enter the ring and his opponent or a suitable substitute for the opponent, is 
not present at the appointed time, the Boxer is entitled to the amount payable to him under the 
terms of his contract and the opponent shall forfeit his appearance forfeit to the Authority. 


At the close of a contest or exhibition, a Boxer shall not indicate in any way his belief that he 

won or lost. 

A Chief Second may indicate to the Referee at any time during the contest that he wishes his Boxer 
to retire from the contest by stepping into the ring. 

When the decision of the Judges has been announced both Boxers and their Seconds shall leave the 
ring promptly and retire to their respective dressing rooms. 


The Referee may consult with the Ring Physician at any time during a contest to ascertain whether 
or not a Boxer is fit to continue the contest. The Referee shall conform to the advice provided by 
the Ring Physician. 


No Boxer, Manager, Second, or agent of the Boxer shall enter a ring with a sweater, jersey or robe 
carrying any advertisement other than the name of the Boxer and recognition of any recognized 
boxing title that the Boxer may hold at the time. 


A Boxer who has competed anywhere in a contest shall not box in the Province until fourteen days 
have elapsed since his last contest. 

A boxer shall not enter and participate in more than ten professional contests or exhibitions during 
any twelve month period. 


A Boxer shall read and sign a Boxing Contract with his Manager, when applicable, and a Boxer 
Contract with his Promoter, and a Rules Declaration, in the form provided by the National 
Commissioner and approved by the Authority, prior to receiving authorization to participate 
in a contest or exhibition. These shall be the only valid contracts for the contest or exhibition. 


A Boxer shall contribute, at the time of initial issue and annual revalidation of his PASSPORT, an 
amount to be determined from time to time by the National Commissioner toward compulsory 
National Death and Disability, and Medical Insurance Plans. 
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SECONDS 


All Seconds shall be licensed before permission is granted for them to act as a Second at a contest 

or exhibition. 

Prior to the issuance of a license a Second must 

(a) pass a Seconds Boxing Clinic held in accordance with the curriculum requirements specified by 
the Authority; and 

(b) pay the licensing fee prescribed by the Authority. 

A Boxer shall not have more than three Seconds without approval of the Authority. 

A Boxer shall submit the names of his Chief Second and Assistant Seconds to the Authority 

for approval. 

Only approved Seconds shall be allowed in a Boxer’s corner. 

While assisting in a Boxer’s corner a Second shall wear a costume approved by the Authority. 

A Boxer shall appoint a Chief Second for each contest or exhibition. 

The Chief Second shall be responsible for the conduct of his assistants during a contest 

or exhibition. 

Seconds shall remain seated and silent during the rounds. 


Between rounds, Seconds shall not: 

(a) spray or forcefully throw water on a Boxer; or 

(b) apply ‘‘Monsels solution’’ or any of its derivatives on the body of a Boxer. 

Only Chief Seconds may enter the ring enclosure between rounds and only after the Timekeeper 
signals the termination of any round. 

Seconds shall leave the ring platform promptly when the bell sounds for the beginning of any 
round and shall remove any obstructions from the ring platform. 

The Authority shall issue each Chief Second with the following articles for use in his corner. 

No other articles shall be used or found in the corner. If other articles are found, the corner’s 
contestant will be immediately disqualified. 

(a) Adrenalin 1/1000; 

(b) Vaseline or petroleum jelly; 

(c) Gauze pads; 

(d) Cotton swabs; 

(e) Adhesive tape; 

(f) Clean towels; 

(g) Clean water; and 

(h) Ice. 

Violations of subsections (1) to (13) shall result in the ejection of offenders from the premises and 
may result in the disqualification of their Boxer. 


MANAGERS, MATCHMAKERS AND AGENTS 


A Manager, Matchmaker or Agent must have a valid license issued by the Authority which shall be 
renewed annually subject to satisfactory performance. 


No license shall be issued to a Manager, Matchmaker or Agent until the Authority is satisfied that 

the person 

(a) has a satisfactory credit rating; 

(b) has posted a bond with the Authority in an amount determined from time to time; 

(c) has produced three character references proving satisfactory and publicly acceptable 
performance in previous business ventures; 


(d) has demonstrated an adequate knowledge of the Act and Regulations. 
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FINES, PENALTIES & RESTRICTIONS 


Any licensee who violates any of these Regulations or who is found guilty of any act deemed by the 
Authority to be contrary to public interest or not conducive to the interests of legitimate boxing or 
to the administration of good discipline shall be liable to 

(a) revocation or suspension of the license; and 

(b) the payment of such fines as the Authority may determine in its sole discretion. 


The Authority shall be the sole judge of the conduct meriting the penalties as set out 
in this Section. 


Where a fine has been imposed upon a licensee, his license shall be suspended until such 
fine is paid. 


Any licensee suspended by the Authority for an indefinite period of time shall not be eligible for 
reinstatement for at least 60 days after the date of the suspension. 


Any Boxer who has been suspended shall not be reinstated until he has been examined and declared 
fit to box by the Authority Medical Advisor or a medical doctor designated by the Authority. 


A licensee who participates in any way in a boxing contest or exhibition that has not been approved 
by the Authority shall lose his license for a period not less than 60 days. 


Whenever any person licensed by the Authority is approached with a request or a suggestion that 
the licensee participate in, contribute to, or aid and abet a sham or collusive contest or a contest 
that is not to be conducted honestly or fairly, the licensee shall immediately report the matter and 
the full circumstances to the Authority. 

Failure to report a matter referred to in sub-section (1) may subject the licensee to the suspension 
or revocation of his license. 


A Boxer who fails to appear in the ring on the occasion provided in his contract, or who fails to 
pass the required medical examination, or who is not in proper physical condition for the contest 
or exhibition, shall not be entitled to any fee, salary, or compensation, and shall forfeit his 
‘appearance forfeit’’ to the Authority. 


A Boxer who fails to make the weight called for in his contract shall forfeit his ‘‘weight forfeit’’ to 
the Authority and be precluded from participating in the contest or exhibition. 


A Boxer shall not be paid his purse, or any part thereof, before he has boxed in the contest 
or exhibition. 


As a condition precedent to the approval of a date for holding a contest or exhibition, a Promoter 
shall deposit with the Authority a sum not less than 1,000 dollars which sum or part thereof as the 
Authority may determine is to be forfeited in the event the Promoter fails to hold the contest or 
exhibition on the approved date. 

The deposit referred to in sub-section (1) shall be made with the Authority not less than ten days 
prior to the proposed date for the contest or exhibition. 

If the contest or exhibition is held on the date approved, the deposit, after deducting all sums for 
which the Promoter is indebted to the Authority in respect of the contest or exhibition, shall be 
returned to the Promoter on request as soon as possible after the holding of such 

contest or exhibition. 


No official, member or employee of the Authority or any of its boards, nor any Referee or Judge 
licensed by the Federation or Authority, may directly or indirectly, have any financial interest 
whatsoever in any Boxer, promoting corporation, or in any Manager’s contract with any licensed 
athlete or any assignment thereof. 
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No official or member of the Federation or Authority, nor any Referee or Judge licensed by the 
Federation or Authority shall have a personal financial interest, directly or indirectly, in any box- 
ing contest or exhibition. 

No Promoter or Manager shall take part in any contest or exhibition of which he is the Promoter 
or in which he is the Manager of any Boxer participating therein as Boxer, without the written 
approval of the Authority. 

No official or member of the Authority or any of its boards may act as a Referee, Judge or 
Timekeeper at a contest or exhibition. 

The names of the Referee and Judges at a contest or exhibition shall not be made public until 
announced by the Ring Announcer at the commencement of the contest or exhibition. A Referee or 
Judge shall not disclose to anyone that he has been chosen prior to this announcement. 

No official at a contest or exhibition shall drink any alcoholic beverage in the period of 12 hours 
prior to the contest or exhibition. 


No Boxer under the age of 18 years shall participate in a professional boxing contest or exhibition. 


The breach of Sections 67 to 69 may result in the suspension of license for a period not to exceed 
12 months. 


During the course of any boxing contest or exhibition the Referee may stop a contest or exhibition 

if in his opinion 

(a) a Boxer is not honestly competing or did not honestly compete; or 

(b) a Boxer is guilty of any act detrimental to the sport of boxing or is guilty of a foul as defined 
under these regulations. 


If the Referee halts a contest or exhibition for any of the reasons mentioned in Section 71, the 
Boxer shall not receive any part of the monies payable to him under his contract except for proper 
and reasonable travelling expenses approved by the Authority. 


In lieu of halting a contest or exhibition for any of the mentioned reasons in Section 71, the 
Authority representative may, following the conclusion of the contest, impose a fine or fines on the 
offending Boxer. 


Any licensee or any person disciplined by the Authority, may seek leave to further appeal to the 
Authority by presenting in writing any additional evidence or testimony which the disciplined party 
feels may change the disposition of his case. Such evidence or testimony shall be filed with the 
Authority within 20 days of the last notice of disciplinary action and shall be accompanied by a 
certified cheque in the amount of $25.00. The Authority, in its sole discretion, may grant or refuse 
to grant leave to appeal. 


Any person who appeals to the Authority and is not satisfied and seeks leave to further appeal and 
is refused, may seek satisfaction under Section 16 of the Act. 


A person applying to the Authority for a license under these regulations who submits false or 
erroneous information, may have any license so granted revoked, a fine imposed, or both as may 
be determined by the Authority. 


Whenever a Boxer, because of illness or injury, is unable to appear for an event he shall promptly 
notify the Promoter, and if required to do so by the Authority, shall submit to a medical 
examination by the Authority Medical Advisor. 


If the medical examination fails to reveal any illness or injury which in the opinion of the Medical 
Advisor would warrant his not competing, the Boxer, if he does not compete, shall lose his 
‘‘appearance forfeit’’ to the Authority and shall be subject to suspension. 


The Authority shall be empowered to assume control of the box office and all receipts from the 
sale of tickets and all remaining tickets for a boxing contest or exhibition if the Authority has 
reason to believe that the Act or Regulations are being violated. 
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The Promoter shall provide the Authority with a number of free tickets and official passes for use 
by members of the Authority and its officials at a contest or exhibition. This number will be 
determined by the Authority. 


CONTRACTS 


Contracts between Boxers and Managers, and Boxers and Promoters shall be executed on standard 
forms supplied by the Authority, and such forms may be obtained upon request of licensed Boxers, 
licensed Managers, and licensed Promoters. 


Contracts between a Boxer and a Promoter for the services of a Boxer in a boxing contest, shall 
contain the following paragraph: 
“*The Boxer agrees to equip himself with a foul-proof guard of his own selection, of a type 
approved by the National Commissioner, which will obviate the necessity of any claim being 
made of a low blow during the contest or exhibition. It is expressly understood that this contest 
is not to be terminated by a low blow, as the protector selected by the Boxer is, in his opinion, 
sufficient protection to withstand any so-called low blow which might incapacitate 
the said Boxer’’. 


A Boxer shall have only one Manager of Record and in the event a Boxer has Co-Managers, one 
Manager shall be named the Manager of Record and shall be held responsible as if there was only 
one Manager. 


A Manager shall not share in more than 33 1/3% of the ring earnings of the Boxer. 


All contracts entered into between Boxers and Managers shall 

(a) be filed with the Authority for approval; 

(b) become null and void if one of the parties has his license or PASSPORT cancelled or is 
refused a renewal of his license or passport; and 

(c) shall not be assigned without the approval of the Authority. 


Contracts of Boxers matched to meet each other shall require each Boxer be the same weight. 


A contract is not valid between the Manager and Boxer unless both parties appear at the same time 
before the Authority and receive its approval, unless otherwise directed by the Authority. 

A contract between a Boxer and Manager shall not be for a period of more than 3 years, unless 
otherwise renewed by the Authority. 


A Boxer failing to fulfill the terms of his contract may be subject to the disciplinary action 
of the Authority. 


No Manager shall be allowed to contract the services of a Boxer under his management, for a 
contest to take place on a date after the expiration of the contract between the Manager and his 
Boxer unless such contest has been approved in advance by the Authority. 


A contract for the services of a Boxer must be signed by the Boxer under his legal name unless he is 
licensed to box in the Province under another name, then he may sign the contract under his 
licensed name and his legal name must appear in the body of the contract as the name under which 
he is otherwise known. 


Contracts for a contest or exhibition shall not be approved by the Authority unless both Boxers 
have signed contracts with the same Promoter. 


In all contracts for contests and exhibitions, the minimum percentage of the receipts to be paid to 
Boxers in the main contest shall not be less than 10 percent for each Boxer, and all payments of any 
nature to be paid to each main contest Boxer shall be specified in the contract. 
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A Contract between a Boxer and a Promoter may be signed by the Boxer’s Manager on the Boxer’s 
behalf or personally by the Boxer where he has no licensed Manager of Record, unless otherwise 
directed by the Authority. 


A Promoter shall notify the Federation and/or the Authority of any proposed contest or exhibition 
at least 10 days prior to such contest or exhibition including full details of the proposed contest or 
exhibition, copies of all contracts, complete reports of medical examinations, the Promoter’s 
license, the Boxers’ PASSPORTS, certification of bonding and any other documentation 
requested by the Federation or Authority. 

Not less than ten days prior to any boxing contest or exhibition a Promoter shall appear before the 
Federation and/or Authority to provide all the details requested on the proposed contest 

or exhibition. 


A Promoter or Matchmaker who negotiates for a contest or exhibition with any person who is not 
the Manager of Record for the Boxer involved but who is a licensed Manager shall advise the 
Federation and/or Authority of the identity of the Boxer, the representative, the compensation of 
the representative, and by whom the compensation is to be paid. 


Promoters shall not offer for sale any tickets for a proposed boxing contest or exhibition or closed 
circuit televised boxing contest or exhibition until official sanction has been granted by the 
Federation or Authority. 

Press releases, news stories or other publicity on a proposed contest or exhibition shall be 
permitted prior to the issuing of a sanction provided that such publicity clearly states that the 
proposed contest or exhibition has not been approved and that tickets are not for sale. 


PREMISES, FACILITIES, EQUIPMENT 
Boxing contests or exhibitions shall be held only in premises approved by the Authority. 


The ‘‘sanction certificate’’ issued to the Promoter by the Authority shall be posted in the box 
office of the premises where the boxing contest or exhibition is taking place and shall be fully 
visible for inspection. 


The Promoter shall provide a protected medical emergency route leading from the ring to a 
dedicated medical treatment room in which the Ring Physicians may render emergency medical 
treatment to a Boxer, if so required. 


The Promoter shall provide suitable separate tables and chairs for the Judges, the Ring Physicians 
and the Timekeepers. 

The Promoter shall provide free admission and sufficient seats in front of the first row at ringside 
for members of the Federation and/or the Authority. 


The Promoter shall provide an emergency medical vehicle on standby at the premises, portable 
resuscitation equipment and a suitable stretcher near or under the ring. 


The following equipment shall be provided with the ring by the Promoter 

At each Boxer’s corner: 

(a) ashallow tray of ground resin; 

(b) astool; 

(c) aclean bucket and cuspidor; 

(d) aset of steps placed diagonally at each Boxer’s corner of the ring. 

For ringside officials: 

(a) tables and chairs for three Judges and two Ring Physicians and the Timekeepers; 
(b) a gong or bell with striker mounted at ring floor level; 
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(c) aset of steps to the ring at a neutral corner adjacent to the Timekeepers for the sole use of the 
Ring Physicians; and 

(d) a security cordon around the entire ring area restricting access to only those persons authorized 
by the Authority (in this respect, the Authority may wish to limit the number of press 
photographers and television cameras permitted at ringside and reserve separate seating for the 
media within the security area). 

Such other articles as are required by the Authority for the proper conduct of the contest 

or exhibition. 


GLOVES 


For championship contests, the Promoter shall provide new gloves for each Boxer of a type 
approved by the National Commissioner. If the contest is not a main contest or if it is to be of ten 
rounds or less, used gloves of a type approved by the National Commissioner may be used subject 
to inspection by the Authority. 

For championship contests, one set of new gloves shall be held by the Inspector as a spare in the 
event gloves must be replaced during the contest. 

In all contests involving weight categories up to and including Lightweight only 8 ounce gloves of 
seamless and thumbless construction utilizing an internal thumb pocket and sponge padding shall 
be worn. In all contests involving weight categories above and including Welterweight only 

10 ounce gloves of seamless and thumbless construction utilizing an internal thumb pocket and 
sponge padding shall be worn. 

In all gloves, the weight of the padding shall not be less than the weight of the leather portion. 
The padding of the gloves shall not be displaced or broken. 

Gloves shall be fitted and adjusted in the ring under the supervision of the Referee in the presence 
of a representative of the opponent. 

Laces shall be knotted on the back of the gloves and a one inch wide strip of adhesive tape shall be 
placed over the laces. 


At the conclusion of a contest or exhibition, gloves shall be removed under the supervision of the 
Federation or the Authority. Boxers or their Seconds deliberately breaking a glove shall be assessed 
the cost of the gloves. 


BANDAGES 


In all classes hand bandages shall be restricted to thirty feet of soft gauze bandage not less than 2 
inches in width held in place by not more than fifteen feet of 1 inch adhesive tape for each hand. 

In all contests, the correct quantities and types of bandaging and adhesive tape shall be provided to 
the contestants by the Authority. 

In no case may the binding of adhesive tape be applied over the knuckles of a contestant’s hand or 
directly to the hand prior to the bandaging. However, small pieces of adhesive tape not exceeding 
4 inches long and 1/2 inch wide may be placed between the fingers of each hand after the 
bandaging is complete. 

Before entering the ring, the completed bandages shall be examined by the delegated official of the 
Boxing Authority who shall stamp and sign each hand signifying his approval. After approval, the 
bandages shall not be altered in any manner. 

The referee shall check the bandages of both contestants prior to gloves being put on in the ring. 


SHOES 


Shoes with spikes, cleats, hard soles, hard heels, or hard lacetips shall not be permitted in the ring. 
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THE RING 


The Promoter shall provide a boxing ring no more than 20 feet square nor less than 18 feet square 
measured within the ropes, and the ring platform shall extend beyond the ropes a distance not less 
than 2 feet 3 inches. 

The ring posts shall not be nearer the ring than 18 inches. 

The entire floor of the ring shall be padded with a 1 inch layer of impact absorbing material placed 
over a | inch base of building board mounted on a properly stressed frame. 

The padding shall be covered with canvas, duck or similar material tightly stretched and held 
securely in place by lacing under the ring apron floor. 

Ring posts shall be made to extend from the floor of the building to a height of 58 inches above the 
ring floor and shall be wrapped in soft material so as to prevent injuries to the boxers. The coloring 
on two opposite corners shall be: one red, one blue. The coloring on the other posts shall be white. 
The ring ropes shall be 4 in number and not less than | inch in diameter. All ropes shall be wrapped 
securely in soft material. The lower rope shall be 18 inches above the ring floor, the second rope, 
30 inches, the third rope, 42 inches and the fourth rope, 54 inches above the ring floor. The ropes 
shall be secured on all sides in the middle by a cord of soft material so that the ropes cannot be 
separated further apart at the middle than they are at the corner posts. 


Lighting shall be provided from above with a concentrating distribution from a 20 foot mounting 
height. There shall be a light intensity of at least S40LX over the total ring area. 


DRESSING ROOMS 


A Promoter shall provide in each of the premises where boxing programs are conducted a special 
room for the exclusive use of the Authority, Judges and Referees. 


No persons excepting the Federation and/or the Authority representatives, Judges and Referees 
shall be allowed to enter this room. 


A Promoter shall provide suitable dressing rooms for the Boxers and no person excepting the 
Federation and/or Authority Officials, Boxers, their Managers and Seconds and the Promoter or 
his representative shall be permitted in the dressing rooms prior to the boxing contests or exhibi- 
tions unless directed otherwise by the Authority. 


CONDUCT OF BOXING CONTESTS 


All boxing contests or. exhibitions shall be conducted and administered under the direction 
of the Authority. 


A member of the Authority and a designated Inspector(s) shall be in attendance at all boxing 
contests or exhibitions and are responsible for such matters set out in these Regulations. 


The Officials at each boxing contest or exhibition shall consist of at least one Referee, three 
Judges, two Ring Physicians, an Inspector, Timekeepers and one Ring Announcer. 


The Referee shall not be involved in scoring a contest or exhibition. 
The Authority shall appoint all Officials for any boxing contest or exhibition. 


At least two Ring Physicians designated by the Authority shall be present at all boxing contests 
and exhibitions. (Note: one doctor shall be designated as the Senior Ring Physician). 


The Ring Physician may halt the progress of any contest or exhibition at any time for medical 
reasons and enter the ring to examine a boxer to determine whether he is fit to continue. 


The decision of the Ring Physician on the fitness of a boxer to continue a contest shall be final. 


108. (1) The Boxers shall present themselves for a full medical examination on the day of the contest or 
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exhibition at a time specified by the Authority Medical Advisor or physician designated 

by the Authority. 

The Boxer shall present himself for weigh-in at the time specified by the Authority as contained in 
his contract. 

All Boxers shall be weighed on electronic scales approved by the Authority in the presence of 

(a) their opponents; 

(b) the Matchmaker; and 

(c) the Federation and/or the Authority. 


If any contest or exhibition is postponed for more than 24 hours, a second weigh-in and additional 
medical examination shall be required on the day to which the contest or exhibition has 
been adjourned. 


All main or feature contests or exhibitions shall start no later than 10 p.m. unless otherwise 
directed or approved by the Authority. 


There shall be no less than 28 and no more than 40 rounds of boxing on any one program unless 
otherwise approved by the Authority. 

Boxers in a standby or emergency contest or exhibition, if not used, shall be paid a sum not less 
than 33 1/3% of the agreed purse. 


Boxers participating in a contest or exhibition shall report to the dressing room of the premises 

as follows 

(a) Boxers in the main or feature contest or exhibition and Boxers engaged for emergency or 
standby contests, 1 hour prior to the scheduled commencement of the show; 

(b) all other Boxers, 2 hours prior to the scheduled commencement of the show. 


All Boxers shall remain in their dressing rooms until ordered into the ring by the Authority. 


A notice of any change in the advertised or announced program for any main or feature contest 
or exhibition shall be approved by the Authority. 


Notices of change or substitution shall be conspicuously posted at all box offices on the premises 
and announced from the ring before the opening contest. (Note: In addition to the foregoing, the 
Promoter shall be encouraged to announce such changes on local radio stations and 

in local newspapers.) 

The Promoter shall refund the purchase price of tickets presented at the box office for refund prior 
to the contest or exhibition. 


No official, director, matchmaker or stockholder of any Promoter may officiate in any capacity at 
any boxing contest or exhibition conducted by such Promoter, nor interfere in any way with the 
Boxers participating in the contest or exhibition. 


The employees of the Promoter and of the Matchmaker shall not coach any Boxer at any time 
during the progress of a contest without the written approval of the Authority. 


No boxing contest or exhibition shall be of more than 15 rounds in length, such rounds to be of not 
more than 3 minutes each. 

The Authority may, in respect to any contract or in respect to any class of contestants, limit the 
number of rounds of a contest or exhibition within the maximum of 15 rounds. 

In non-championship matches Boxers can only be matched for 4, 6, 8 or 10 rounds, unless 
otherwise approved by the Authority. 

All Canadian Championship matches shall be of 12 three minute rounds duration; and all 
Commonwealth and World Championship matches shall be of 15 three minute rounds duration in 
accordance with Commonwealth and World Rules. 
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There shall be a one minute intermission between rounds unless this time is ultimately extended by 
the National Commissioner. 


Unless special permission is granted by the Authority, Boxers 18 years of age shall box 6 or less 
rounds; Boxers 19 years of age, 8 or less rounds; Boxers 20 years of age, 10 or less rounds; Boxers 
21 years of age and over, 15 rounds or less. 

Notwithstanding paragraph 117 (1), the Authority, in the sole discretion of the Authority, may 
limit the number of rounds a Boxer may engage in in any one contest. 


WEIGHTS AND CLASSES 


The difference in weight of the respective Boxers shall not exceed the weight differences listed in 
Section 120. 

The Boxer shall present himself to be weighed-in on the approved electronic scales at the time 
prescribed by the Authority for the scheduled contest or exhibition in the presence of his opponent, 
the Matchmaker and the Authority. The approved electronic scales shall be made available to each 
Boxer at least 2 hours before the official weigh-in time. 

A Boxer who is overweight at the time of weigh-in prescribed by the Authority shall not be 
permitted additional time to weigh-in correctly. 


The weight limit for each Boxer in a championship contest shall be as listed below, and 
championships are recognized in the following classes only: 


Weight Class 

112 1bs Flyweight 

118 lbs Bantamweight 

126 lbs Featherweight 

135 lbs Lightweight 

147 lbs Welterweight 

160 lbs Middleweight 

175 lbs Light-Heavyweight 
Over 175 lbs Heavyweight 


In the Heavyweight class there shall be no maximum weight limit for a Boxer. 


In non-championship contests or exhibitions, the following limitation of weight differences 
between Boxers shall be permitted: 


Class Allowable Weight 
Flyweights (112 maximum) 5 lbs 
Bantamweights (118 maximum) 7 lbs 
Featherweights (126 maximum) 8 lbs 
Lightweights (135 maximum) 10 lbs 
Welterweights (147 maximum) 12 lbs 
Middleweights (160 maximum) 13 lbs 
Light-Heavyweights (175 maximum) 14 lbs 
Heavyweights (over 175) no limit 


Matchmakers may make contracts for matches for Boxers at the following weights only:

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REFEREES 


For each contest or exhibition, there shall be at least one Referee. 
A Referee for a main contest shall not officiate more than one other contest on the same program. 
A Referee of a contest may be named at any time by the appropriate Provincial Boxing Authority, 


however, his name shall not be made public until announced by the Ring Announcer at the 
commencement of a contest. 


A certification program shall be designed by the Federation and will be implemented by the 
Authority for the training and licensing of professional referees. These persons shall be certified or 
licensed at increasing levels of proficiency based upon the level of training received and their 
assessed practical proficiency. 

All Referees shall undergo an annual medical examination to determine their fitness, with 
particular reference to visual acuity, the results of which shall be submitted to the Authority. 

The wearing of spectacles by a Referee during a contest or exhibition shall not be permitted, 
however, contact lenses may be worn. 

No Referee shall be permitted to practice at a contest or exhibition without providing a valid 
license appropriate to the level of contest or exhibition which they plan to officiate. 

When several contests are held on one boxing card, the contests shall be shared by at least two 
Referees to ensure opportunity for the experience and upgrading of referees in general, and prevent 
referees from becoming excessively fatigued. 


If a Referee is incapacitated in the course of a contest or exhibition, the Timekeeper shall strike the 
gong to stop the contest or exhibition. The Referee designated to officiate next shall be instructed 
to assume control and order the boxing to be resumed. 


The chief official of all boxing contests or exhibitions is the Referee and he shall maintain 
supervision and control over the contest or exhibition while it is in progress. 


A Referee officiating at a contest or exhibition shall wear a costume approved by the Authority, 
or if so qualified, the costume approved by the World Boxing Council or the 
World Boxing Association. 


Before the start of each contest, the Referee shall call the Boxers together and give them their final 
instructions. A Boxer may be accompanied by his Chief Second and, if required, by an interpreter. 
After receiving the Referee’s instructions, the Boxers shall shake hands and retire to their 
respective corners. 


The Referee shall check the bandages, gloves, mouthpieces and foul-guards of the Boxers, and 
shall make sure that no foreign substances have been applied to the gloves, bandages, trunks or 
bodies of the Boxers to the detriment of an opponent. 


No persons other than the Boxers and the Referee shall enter the ring during the progress of any 
round, under penalty of the disqualification of their Boxer. 


The Referee shall have the power to 
(a) stop a contest or exhibition at any stage and declare a winner, if he considers it too one-sided; 
(b) stop a contest or exhibition at any time he considers that a Boxer has suffered 
a serious injury; 
(c) stop acontest or exhibition if he considers the Boxers are not in earnest and in this event may 
disqualify one or both of the Boxers, declare a winner if appropriate; and 
(d) disqualify a Boxer who commits a foul and award the decision to the opponent. 


The Referee shall use three words of command 
(a) ‘‘stop’’ when ordering the Boxers to stop boxing; 
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(b) ‘‘box’’ when ordering the Boxers to commence boxing; and 

(c) ‘‘break’’ when breaking a clinch. Upon such command a Boxer shall step back before 
continuing to box. 

The Referee shall not touch the Boxers except on the failure of one or both boxers to obey the 

‘*break’’? command. 


When a Boxer is ‘‘down’’, the Timekeeper shall at once commence calling off the seconds, 
indicating the count with a motion of his arm and the Referee shall immediately order the other 
Boxer to a neutral corner, and shall thereafter pick up the count from the Timekeeper, and indicate 
it with a motion of his arm. The Timekeeper shall cease counting as soon as the Referee picks up 
the count. 

If the boxer is unable to continue at the count of ‘‘ten’’, the Referee shall declare the other Boxer 
the winner by a knockout. 

If a Boxer who has fallen or been knocked out of the ring during a contest or exhibition fails to be 
on his feet in the ring before the expiration of 20 seconds, the Referee shall count him ‘‘out”’ as if 
he were ‘‘down’’. 


A Boxer who has fallen or been knocked out of the ring shall return to the ring unassisted. 

If a Boxer who is ‘‘down’’ arises before the count of ‘‘ten’’ is reached, and again goes down 

intentionally without being struck, the Referee shall resume the count where it left off. 

If a Boxer leaves the ring during the one minute period between rounds, and fails to be in the ring 

when the gong sounds to resume boxing, the Referee shall count him ‘‘out’’ the same as 

if he were ‘‘down’’. 

When a Boxer is ‘‘down’’, his opponent shall retire to the farthest neutral corner and shall remain 

there until the count is completed and if he fails to do so, the Referee and the Timekeeper shall 

cease counting until he has so retired. 

(a) When a Boxer is clearly knocked down, he shall be required to take a count of eight whether or 
not he has regained his feet before the count of eight is reached. 

(b) Ifa Boxer slips or falls down or is pushed down he shall be ordered to his feet immediately and 
failure to rise may subject him to disqualification. 


The Referee shall decide all questions arising during a contest which are not specifically covered by 
these Regulations. 


The Referee shall advise the Judges to subtract point(s) relating to minor fouls committed in a 
boxing contest (see paragraph 137 (12) ). 


The Referee shall stop any contest in which a Boxer has been knocked down 3 times in one round 
as the result of legal blows, as distinguished from a slip or a fall from being off balance. 


JUDGES 


A certification program shall be designed by the Federation and implemented by the Authority for 
the training of professional Judges. These persons shall be licensed at increasing levels of 
proficiency based upon the level of training received and their assessed practical proficiency. 

All Judges shall undergo an annual medical examination to determine their fitness, with particular 
reference to visual acuity, the results of which shall be submitted to the Authority. 

No Judge shall be permitted to practice at a contest or exhibition without providing a valid license 
appropriate to the level of contest or exhibition in which they plan to participate. 

When several contests or exhibitions are held on one boxing card, it is desirable for the contests to 
be shared through rotation of the Judges to ensure opportunity for the experience and upgrading 
of judges in general. 

The names of the Judges at a contest or exhibition shall not be made public until announced by the 
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Ring Announcer at the commencement of a contest or exhibition. A Judge shall not disclose to 
anyone that he has been chosen prior to this announcement. 


Judges shall be stationed at opposite sides of the ring. 
No person shall be allowed to be positioned at ringside without approval of the Authority. 


The Judges shall watch every phase of the contest or exhibition and make a decision if it lasts the 
limit of rounds scheduled. 


The Judges shall assist in deciding whether fouls have been committed and may bring any other 
matters to the attention of the Referee at the conclusion of a round. 


The decisions of the Judges shall be based primarily on effectiveness, taking into account the 

following points 

(a) aclean, forceful hit landed on any vulnerable part of the body above the belt should be 
credited in proportion to its damaging effect; 

(b) aggressiveness is next in importance and points should be awarded to the Boxer who sustains 
the attack of a round by the greatest number of skillful attacks; 

(c) defensive work is relatively important and points should be given for cleverly avoiding or 
blocking a blow; 

(d) points should be awarded where ring generalship is conspicuous. This comprises such points 
as, the ability to quickly grasp and take advantage of every opportunity offered; the capacity 
to cope with all kinds of situations which may arise; to foresee and neutralize an opponent’s 
method of attack; to force an opponent to adopt a style of boxing at which he is not 
particularly skillful; 

(e) it is advisable to deduct points when a Boxer persistently delays the action of a contest or 
exhibition by clinching and by lack of aggressiveness; 

(f) points should be deducted for a foul even though it is unintentional and not serious enough to 
warrant disqualification; and 

(g) a Boxer should be given credit for sportsmanlike actions in the ring and for close adherence to 
the spirit as well as the letter of the rules, and for refraining from taking technical advantage of 
situations unfair to an opponent. 

The Judges shall use the ten-point-must system for each round in determining the 

winner of the contest. 

The winner of the round shall be awarded 10 points, the loser of the round shall be awarded the 

appropriate number of points from 9 to 1 as his performance merits. 


The points will be totalled at the end of the contest or exhibition and a verdict 

rendered accordingly. 

Knockdowns: The Judges may score a knockdown in any one round as either 1 or 2 points in favor 
of a Boxer who scored such knockdown, and each Judge shall determine for himself which value 
should be placed on the knockdown. 


Tally and decision: 

(a) At the conclusion of each round, each Judge shall write the number of points he has awarded 
to each Boxer on his scorecard for that round and pass the completed scorecard to the 
Inspector appointed by the Authority. 

(b) The Inspector shall check each Judge’s scorecard for completeness and then enter the scores of 
the three Judges on a master scorecard for the contest or exhibition. 

(c) At the conclusion of the contest or exhibition, the Inspector shall tally the points awarded to 
each Boxer and if the points awarded to each Boxer are equal, he shall make an endorsement 
on the scorecard that the contest is a draw but if one Boxer has a majority of points, the 
Inspector shall endorse the name of the said Boxer on the scorecard as the winner, sign the 
scorecard as approving on behalf of the Authority, and then submit the scorecard 
to the Ring Announcer. 

(d) On receiving the approved master scorecard from the Inspector, the Ring Announcer shall 
announce the decision of the Judges from the ring. 

(e) Inall contests, the Ring Announcer shall call out the total points awarded to each Boxer by 


each Judge. 
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(f) The majority of decisions by the three Judges shall determine the winner of the contest 
or exhibition. 

(g) Acontest or exhibition shall be declared a draw if all three Judges so decide, or if two Judges 
so decide, or if one Judge decides that a contest shall be declared a draw and the other two 
Judges each vote for a different Boxer. 

(h) In the event of a draw in a championship contest or exhibition, the Championship shall be 
retained by the Champion. 

Major Fouls: The following are major fouls and upon the occurence of any major foul in any 

round that is deemed deliberate by the Referee shall disqualify the offending boxer and award the 

contest or exhibition or the round to the fouled Boxer 

(a) hitting an opponent who is down or who is rising from down; 

(b) using the knee against the opponent; 

(c) purposely going down without being hit; 

(d) failure to heed the Referee’s warnings concerning low blows or other minor fouls; 

(e) use of a pivot blow or rabbit punch; 

(f) any dangerous or unsportsmanlike conduct in the ring; or 

(g) deliberate butting. 


Minor Fouls: 

(a) It is within the discretion of the Referee to determine whether the offending Boxer should 
merely be warned or should lose points because of the commission of a minor foul except that 
if a Boxer has been warned three times during a contest, the Referee shall instruct the Judges to 
deduct points. 

(b) At the conclusion of the round in which a minor foul is committed, the Referee shall inform 
the Judges the nature of the foul committed, the offending Boxer and the points to be 
deducted for: j 
1. holding an opponent; 

2. deliberately maintaining a clinch; 

. hitting with the inside or butt of the hand, the wrist or elbow; 

. backhand blows; 

. low blows; 

. hitting or ‘‘flicking’’ with the open gloves; 

. wrestling or roughing at the ropes; 

. deliberately striking at that part of the body over the kidneys; and 

. hitting on the break. 

If at any stage of a contest or exhibition the Referee, in consultation with the Ring Physician, 

decides that a Boxer is unable to continue solely due to a severe handicap or injury sustained as a 

result of a foul or fouls committed by his opponent, the Referee shall stop the contest or exhibition 

and advise the Inspector of the reason for the decision. In such event, the Inspector shall collect 
and tally the Judges’ scorecards and if the Boxer who was fouled was ahead or even on the 
majority of scorecards at the end of the last preceding round, he shall be awarded the decision. 

If the Boxer who committed the foul was ahead on the majority of scorecards at the end of the 

last preceding round, the contest shall be declared ‘‘no contest’’. 
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A Referee shall count a Boxer ‘‘out’’ who falls to the floor claiming foul because of a low blow. 


If in any contest a Boxer is penalized with the loss of points in three or more rounds because of 
fouls, the Referee and each Judge shall report the matter in writing to the Authority 
within 24 hours. 


Technical Knockout: 

(a) A Technical Knockout is the ending of a contest by a Referee for any reason other than a count 
out or disqualification. 

(b) When a Referee stops a contest to save a Boxer from further punishment, he shall award the 
other Boxer the decision by Technical Knockout and shall inform the Ring Announcer the 
name of the boxer who was unable to continue and direct the Ring Announcer to declare the 
other Boxer the winner by a Technical Knockout. 
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(17) Down: A Boxer is down if any part of his body other than his feet is on the ring floor; or he is 


hanging helplessly on the ring ropes or he is rising from a down position. 


(18) Counting: Counting shall be done in accordance with Section 132. 
(19) (a) If acontest is terminated between rounds as the result of a count running past the bell 


concluding the round, the Knockout shall be recorded as having taken place in the 
round just terminated. 

(b) If the Boxer who is still on his feet at the conclusion of a round fails to appear when the bell 
sounds commencing the subsequent round, the Knockout shall be recorded as having taken 
place in the subsequent round. 

(c) If the Referee decides to stop a contest between rounds, the Referee shall wait until the bell 
sounds commencing the subsequent round before calling the Knockout and such Knockout 
shall be recorded as having taken place in the round just started. 


(20) After the completion of each round of the scheduled contest, the Judges shall give their score cards 
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to the Inspector, who shall check them on behalf of the Authority. 


TIMEKEEPERS 


The Timekeepers shall be seated outside the ring and close to the gong. 

The Timekeepers shall indicate the beginning and the end of each round by striking the gong. 

The Chief Timekeeper shall have a whistle and a stop-watch. 

10 seconds before the beginning of each round the Timekeeper shall give warning to the Seconds of 
the Boxers by blowing a whistle except that, where available, automatic timing equipment may be 
used for this purpose. 


If a contest is terminated before the scheduled limit of rounds, the Chief Timekeeper shall inform 
the Ring Announcer of the exact duration of the contest or exhibition. 


(a) When a knockdown occurs the Chief Timekeeper shall immediately arise and announce the 
seconds audibly as they elapse. 

(b) The Referee shall first see that the opponent retires to the farthest neutral corner, and shall 
pick up the count in unison with the Timekeeper, announcing the seconds to the Boxer 
on the floor. 

(c) If the Boxer on his feet does not stay in the neutral corner, the Referee and Timekeeper shall 
cease counting until he retires to the neutral corner. 

(d) At the tenth second the Referee shall raise both his hands and shout the word ‘‘out’’. 

(e) If around terminates during a knockdown, the Timekeeper shall sound the gong once thus 
indicating the termination of the 3 minute round, but the count shall continue beyond the bell 
until the count of ‘‘ten’’ except, when the bell has sounded for the conclusion of 
the final round. 

(f) If the Boxer who is down fails to arise before the count of ‘‘ten’’, the Timekeeper shall 
announce the time that the knockdown count ended. 


Notwithstanding the primary duty of a Referee to regulate the contest and to stop a bout when he 
considers a boxer outclassed or liable to suffer serious injury, the Ring Physician shall have the 
authority to halt the progress of a contest at any time for medical reasons and enter the ring to 
examine a boxer to determine whether or not he is fit to continue the contest. 

(a) When required by the Ring Physician, the Timekeeper shall strike the bell twice indicating that 
the contest is halted in order that the Ring Physician may examine one or both of the boxers 
for medical reasons. 

(b) The Timekeeper shall note the time as he strikes two bells and advise the Referee accordingly. 

(c) Should the Ring Physician declare the boxer(s) fit to continue the contest, the Timekeeper shall 
resume timing of the round from the time the Referee gives the order ‘*box’’. 

(d) Should the Ring Physician declare the boxer(s) unfit to continue the contest, the contest shall 
be stopped by the Referee and the Timekeeper shall record the contest stopped at the time he 
struck two bells. 
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RING ANNOUNCER 


The Ring Announcer shall: 

(a) during the period of time it takes to fit the gloves, make such announcements as directed by the 
Authority, including the names of the Boxers, Referees, Judges, the Ring Physicians, the 
Timekeepers and the Federation and/or the Authority as the case may be, including the 
Federation and/or the Authority representative at ringside; 

(b) announce the weights of the Boxers and the duration of the contest; 

(c) announce the winner of a contest and other details pertaining to the win; and 

(d) announce any other matters that the Federation and/or Authority directs. 


Any introductions from the ring may be made only after approval is obtained from the Authority. 


MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS AND MEDICAL ADVISORS 


The Authority shall 

(a) arrange to have two medical doctors designated by the Authority in attendance at each contest 
or exhibition; 

(b) ensure the fees to the attending medical doctors are paid; 

(c) ensure a medical emergency vehicle is in attendance; and 

(d) notify the nearest neurosurgical unit of the time and location of the contest or exhibition with 
the request that emergency neurosurgical care be easily available. 


The Authority shall prescribe the number of medical doctors required to be in attendance and the 
type and quantity of medical and emergency equipment and instruments to be available at ringside 
or elsewhere on the premises. 


All Boxers participating in a contest or exhibition shall submit to a pre-contest or exhibition 
examination by the Authority Medical Advisor or medical doctor designated by the Authority on 
the day of the advertised date of the contest or exhibition. 

Boxers in all contests shall be medically checked by the Authority Medical Advisor or medical 
doctor designated by the Authority immediately prior to leaving their dressing rooms for the 
contest or exhibition. 

After the contest or exhibition and before the Boxers leave the premises of the contest, the Ring 
Physician shall examine both Boxers to determine their physical and mental condition and shall 
recommend further procedures for the following 24 hours as necessary. 

The Ring Physician shall provide a written report on the condition of each Boxer after the contest 
or exhibition including any recommendations for further treatment, examination or suspension. 
Medical examinations shall be performed in accordance with Schedule C, of these Regulations, 
“‘Medical Procedures’’. 


All medical examination reports shall be completed on forms supplied by the Authority and shall 
be promptly filed with the Authority in three copies. 


The Authority Medical Advisor or a medical doctor designated by the Authority shall ensure that 
Boxers entering the ring are 

(a) mentally and physically fit to box; and 

(b) not under the influence of drugs or liquor. 


The Ring Physician may halt the progress of any contest or exhibition at any time for medical 
reasons and enter the ring to examine a boxer to determine whether he is fit to continue. 

In the event of any serious physical injury, the Ring Physician shall 

(a) render any emergency treatment necessary; 
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(b) recommend such further treatment or hospitalization required; and 
(c) report the entire matter to the Authority within 24 hours. 


The decision of the Ring Physician on the fitness of a boxer to continue a contest shall be final. 


A Boxer who has sustained a severe beating, significant injury or actual knockout during a boxing 
contest shall, immediately and again within 24 hours, be thoroughly examined by a medical doctor, 
and undergo any such tests as this physician or a hospital emergency department may prescribe 
and, when he returns home, abide by the medical advice given. 

A Boxer who fails to comply with 147 (1) shall be liable to suspension for a period not exceeding 
six months. 


In the event a Boxer is knocked out by a blow to the head from any source, the Boxer 

(a) shall be suspended from further boxing contests or exhibitions and contact training for a 
MINIMUM of 60 days or such longer period as the Authority Medical Advisor or medical 
doctor designated by the Authority may determine; 

(b) shall, in the event a Boxer has received a second knockout within a period of six months, be 
suspended from further boxing contests or exhibitions and contact training fora MINIMUM 
of 180 days or such longer period as the Authority Medical Advisor or medical doctor 
designated by the Authority may determine; and 

(c) shall in the event a Boxer has received three or more knockouts, be suspended from further 
competition and contact training. This may be subject to appeal which cannot be made until 
one year from the date of the last knockout. 


The Authority may suspend the Boxer at the request of the Ring Physician until he is fully 
recovered or may extend any suspension already imposed. 


If a Boxer has suffered a knockout or a significant injury and has on such account been treated by 
his personal medical doctor or has been hospitalized, he or his Manager shall promptly submit to 
the Authority a full report from such medical doctor or hospital. 

Any injury or illness suffered by a Boxer before a scheduled contest or exhibition or while in 
training for such contest or exhibition, shall be reported to the Authority within 24 hours by the 
Boxer or by his Manager; and the Boxer shall be examined by an Authority Medical Advisor or a 
medical doctor designated by the Authority who shall conduct such tests and surveys as the illness 
or injury warrants. 

A Boxer who fails to comply with the provisions of 149 (1) and/or 149 (2) shall be liable to 
suspension for a period not exceeding six months. 


All medical reports on file with the Authority relative to the physical examination or condition of 
Boxers are confidential and may be open to examination only to the Authority or its Medical 
Advisor, the National Commissioner or to the Boxer upon his written application to examine his 
records or upon the orders of a court. 


All Boxers participating in a contest for which a recognized title is the prize, shall submit to an 
immediate post-fight urinalysis under the direction of the Authority Medical Advisor or a medical 
doctor designated by the Authority to insure drugs of a stimulant nature have not been used. 


INSPECTORS 


The Authority shall appoint person(s) to act as Inspector(s) for a contest or exhibition to ensure the 
contest or exhibition runs smoothly in accordance with the Regulations and with as few 
interruptions and delays as possible. The Inspector(s) shall be responsible for: 
(a) ensuring that properly inspected and sealed electronic scales are available for the weigh-in; 
(b) ensuring that weigh-in regulations are adhered to by both contestants; 
(c) issuing regulation bandages and adhesive tape to each contestant for the bandaging of 

their hands; 
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(d) inspecting, stamping and initialling the bandaging of the hands of each boxer to indicate that 
such bandaging has been completed correctly; 

(e) inspecting and issuing gloves in accordance with the regulations to the contestants; 

(f) for championship contests, retaining one set of spare gloves; 

(g) ensuring that all participants in the contest including the boxers, the referees, the timekeepers, 
the judges and the ring physicians are aware of the times that they are required 
to be at ringside; 

(h) issuing, collecting and endorsing, on behalf of the Authority, judges’ scoring cards 
for each round; 

(i) issuing clean water, clean towels and ice to the chief seconds at the commencement 
of each contest; 

(j) supervising the security and the maintenance of good order of the ring area, boxer entry and 
medical evacuation routes; 

(k) assisting the ring physicians, as required, with arrangements necessary for medical checks 
before and after a contest and the obtaining of urine specimens; and 

(1) undertaking such other duties as the Authority may prescribe. 


PAYMENT OF OFFICIALS 


153. (1) The Authority shall pay, at the expense of the Promoter, the officials listed at least the minimum 
fees set out below and provide free admission for these persons to attend the contests or exhibitions 
at which they are officiating. 


Judges - minimum of $ * 
Referees . - minimum of $ * 
Inspectors - minimum of $ * 
Timekeepers - minimum of $ * 
Ring Announcers - minimum of $ * 
Ring Physicians (in accordance with 


Provincial Fee Schedule) 
*To be established by the Canadian Boxing Board of Control. 

(2) The above fees payable to Judges, Referees, Inspectors, Timekeepers and Ring Announcers 
include services performed for an entire contest or exhibition and claims based upon working on 
successive contests or exhibitions will not be considered. 

(3) The above fees payable to a Ring Physician shall include working at ringside during the entire 
contest or exhibition and conducting medical examinations of participating Boxers on the day of 
the contest, and immediately prior to and following the contest or exhibition. 

(4) The Authority shall approve any payments to Officials exceeding the amounts set out 
in sub-section (1). 


OUTDOOR BOXING CONTESTS 


154. (1) This section applies to outdoor boxing contests or exhibitions and all other Regulations of the 
Authority which are not affected or modified by this section shall also apply to outdoor boxing 
contests or exhibitions. 

(2) Inthe event of rain immediately before or during any outdoor show except during the main or 
feature contest or exhibition, the Promoter may postpone the show to such time and place 
as is approved by the Authority. 

(3) The Promoter shall promptly make an announcement giving the full details of the postponement. 

(4) Any patron who desires a refund of the purchase price of his ticket may apply for it at the box 
office of the Promoter on the premises, except when the main or feature contest or exhibition is 
held on the scheduled or one of the successive rain-out dates indicated on the ticket. 


(5) All Boxers who have fulfilled their boxing contracts before the event of rain shall be paid in full. 
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On the postponed date the Promoter shall provide substitute contests or exhibitions in such 
number and duration as the Authority shall approve. 


In the event of threatening weather and rain the program of contests or exhibitions may be 
rearranged or shortened by the Promoter with the consent of the Authority. 


All Boxers in contests or exhibitions other than the main contest or exhibition who are unable to 
compete because of weather conditions or because of a rearrangement or shortening of the boxing 
program, shall have such of their expenses and other fees paid by the Promoter as the Authority 
may direct. 


In the event that rain occurs after the main contest or exhibition is completed, the boxing program 
shall be considered as having been completed. 


In the event of rain during the progress of the main contest or exhibition, the contest or exhibition 
may be continued or stopped, at the discretion of the Authority. 


ILLEGAL BOXING CONTESTS 


Any boxing contest or exhibition held in the Province and not authorized by the Authority shall be 
an offence against these regulations and the promoter of such a contest or exhibition shall be liable 
to such fine as the Authority in its sole discretion shall determine. 


‘*So you think you’re tough boxing’’; ‘‘Street Brawls’’; or any similar contests or exhibitions not 
conforming to these regulations shall not be approved by the Authority.

It is expressly understood that this contest or exhibition is not to be 
terminated by a low blow, as the protector selected by the Boxer is, in his opinion, sufficient protection 
to withstand any so-called low blow which might incapacitate the said Boxer.

The Promoter and the Boxer shall abide by all regulations issued by the Authority governing 
the contest. 


In the event of the Promoter failing to supply a duly qualified opponent he shall pay to the Boxer his 
proper and reasonable travel expenses and the amount of the fee shown in Clause 11. 


The Promoter shall pay an amount specified by the National Commissioner as a contribution towards 
the National Death and Disability and Medical Insurance Plans on behalf of the Boxer named herein.

The Boxer shall, following the contest or exhibition and prior to leaving the premises of the contest, be 
medically examined by the Authority Medical Advisor or a medical doctor designated by the Authority 
to determine his fitness to continue boxing. 


The Boxer, prior to and immediately following the contest or exhibition, shall, on request of the 
Authority, undergo blood tests and/or urinalysis to determine the presence of drugs or stimulants. 
These tests shall be conducted by the Authority Medical Advisor or a medical doctor designated by the 
Authority in the manner prescribed in Schedule C of the Provincial Boxing Act entitled 

‘‘Medical Procedures’’. 


The Boxer shall from the date hereof until the contest or exhibition conform in all respects to the 
reasonable arrangements made by the Promoter for, or in any way concerning, the contest, and shall 
not be guilty of any act or conduct calculated or which might reasonably be expected to render him unfit 
to carry out the terms of this Contract in all respects and will carry out all reasonable requirements of 
the Promoter which are put forward for the success of the contest and the fitness of the Boxer. 


IN THE EVENT OF THE BOXER BEING DECLARED MEDICALLY UNFIT TO FULFILL THIS 
ENGAGEMENT HE SHALL IMMEDIATELY NOTIFY THE PROMOTER AND THE 
AUTHORITY AND PROVIDE A COMPLETE MEDICAL REPORT TO THE AUTHORITY 
SIGNED BY A DULY QUALIFIED PHYSICIAN.

Three Seconds shall be allowed free admission with the Boxer, and should the Boxer be working on 
percentage he is entitled to bring extra persons to look after his financial interests. 


In the event of the venue of the contest being in the open air and the tournament is postponed owing 
to weather conditions, such as fog, rain, etc., the Promoter shall pay to the Boxer such reasonable 
expenses as may be agreed or as failing agreement the Authority may decide. 


After all deposits have been repaid this Contract shall be null and void in the event of the stated venue 
being not available by reason of strikes, Queen’s enemies, force majeure, or by order of any authorized 
authority, and in the event of any decision of the Authority affecting the contest or exhibition or any of 
the parties concerned therewith, causing it to be impossible to hold the contest. 


In case any dispute shall arise as to any matter arising under or out of this Contract, and whether the 
Contract has been abandoned, rescinded or determined by forfeiture or otherwise, and whether the 
claims arise under the Contract or from the breach, recission or abandonment thereof, it shall be 
referred for decision to the Authority. 


Failure by the Promoter or the Boxer to comply with the articles of this contract or the regulations of 
the Authority shall result in a suspension of license or PASSPORT, as applicable, for a period not 
exceeding six months. 


It is hereby declared by the partners hereto that they have disclosed to each other and the Authority the 
sources and amounts of all potential revenues that may accrue to each or either of them as a result of the 
contest to which this Agreement applies.

(iv) to arrange the Boxer’s professional affairs with a view to the Boxer securing due and proper profit 
and reward therefrom, to negotiate in every transaction terms and conditions as advantageous as 
possible to the Boxer, regularly to render to the Boxer a full account of all moneys received and all 
expenses incurred, and promptly to pay to the Boxer the moneys to which he is entitled pursuant 
to Article 4 of this Agreement in connection with any contest or exhibition, or which have 
otherwise been received on the Boxer’s behalf; 

(v) to take reasonable steps to supervise the health and safety of the Boxer in the pursuance and 
context of his profession; 

(vi) not to contract the services of the Boxer for any contest or exhibition arranged to take place after 
any date on which this Agreement may reasonably be expected to terminate; 

(vii) to arrange payment for any advertising, provide and post forfeits and guarantees of contests or 
exhibitions in which the Boxer takes part; 

(vili) to bear equally with the Boxer the loss of all forfeits, except where the Manager has 
been negligent; 

(ix) to immediately notify the Authority and provide a complete medical report signed by a duly 
qualified physician in the event of the Boxer being injured or declared medically unfit; and 

(x) to obey the Act and Regulations applicable to Managers, and to ensure that the Boxer obeys the 
Act and Regulations applicable to Boxers. 


2. Authorization of Manager 
The Boxer hereby irrevocably authorizes the Manager during the continuance of this Agreement to act 
as the Boxer’s Agent for the specific and sole purpose of fulfilling the Manager’s obligations set out in 


Article 1 above. 
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3. Obligations of Boxer 
The Boxer agrees and undertakes:

(iii) throughout the continuance of this Agreement to use his best endeavours to keep himself in the 
fittest possible physical condition for the purposes of his profession; 

(iv) to immediately notify the Manager and the Authority and provide a complete medical report 
signed by a duly qualified physician in the event of the Boxer being injured or declared medically 
unfit; and 

(v) during the continuance of this Agreement to obey the Act and Regulations applicable to Boxers.

sufficient reasons. In making such confirmation the decision of the Authority shall be final 
and binding on the parties hereto.

REGULATIONS MADE PURSUANT TO SECTION 17 OF 
AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
BOXING AUTHORITY FOR THE PROVINCE 
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SPECIAL RULES 
CONCERNING THE USE OF AMATEUR BOXERS ON 
PROFESSIONAL BOXING CARDS 


Amateur Boxers shall not participate in professional contests or exhibitions without the written 
approval of the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association. 


All amateur contests or exhibitions on a professional boxing card shall be conducted under the rules of 
the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association and shall be under the complete jurisdiction of Judges, 
Referees and other officials appointed by the Canadian Amateur Boxing Association. 


All such amateur officials referred to in Section 2 shall be admitted free of charge by the Promoter. 


No Boxer in an amateur contest or exhibition on a professional boxing card shall be permitted to 
participate unless he has been examined by a medical doctor designated by the Authority and in 
accordance with the medical standards as set out in Schedule ‘‘C’’ of these regulations and been 
declared mentally and physically fit to box. 


The fee for the use of amateur Boxers on professional boxing cards shall be paid by the Promoter to the 
Authority before such contests or exhibitions are sanctioned. 


Fees shall not be less than $35.00 or more than $50.00 for the appearance of each amateur Boxer ona 
professional boxing card. In the case of a National Champion or the appearance of International 
Amateur Boxers, the fee shall not be less than $75.00 or more than $100.00 per boxer. 


No cash transactions under any circumstances shall be permitted between the Promoter, Manager or 
Boxer. All fees for the appearance of amateur Boxers on a professional boxing card shall be paid to the 
Authority by certified cheque. 


Fees collected by the Authority shall be credited to the participating amateur boxing clubs for the 
purchase of equipment, upkeep of the gym or travel expenses. Funds will only be payable to legally 
constituted amateur boxing clubs and under no circumstances will payments be made to individuals. 


Unless approved in writing by the Authority, all regulations contained in Schedule *‘C’”’ of these 
Regulations shall be observed. 
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SCHEDULE “‘C”’ 


REGULATIONS MADE PURSUANT TO SECTION 10 OF 
AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
A BOXING AUTHORITY FOR THE PROVINCE 
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MEDICAL PROCEDURES 


The Provincial Authority Medical Advisor and Ring Physicians 


A. 


The Provincial Authority Medical Advisor 

The Provincial Authority Medical Advisor is a physician appointed by a Provincial Boxing Authority 
to supervise and regulate all relevant matters relating to the maintenance of good health and the 
prevention or management of injuries in boxers licensed by the Provincial Boxing Authority or boxers 
authorized to perform under the jurisdiction of that Authority. In particular, he shall be responsible for 
the following: 


(1) Recommending the appointment of Ring Physicians to the Authority; 


(2) Maintaining and updating a registry of the personal physicians of each boxer, referee and judge 
licensed by the Authority; 

(3) Maintaining up-to-date medical records including test results on each boxer, referee and judge 
licensed by the Authority; 

(4) Providing the National Commissioner for Boxing in Canada with copies of all records in (3) above; 

(5) Arranging provincial clinics in accordance with curricula established by the National 
Commissioner for the training in the medical aspects of boxing of the following persons under the 
jurisdiction of the Authority: 
RING PHYSICIANS 
REFEREES 
INSPECTORS 
JUDGES 
MANAGERS 
COACHES (TRAINERS) 
SECONDS 

(6) Ensuring that all medical examinations of boxers and officials are conducted in accordance with 
the procedures listed in this Schedule; 

(7) The designation of the minimum emergency and first aid equipment to be available during a 
contest or exhibition; 

(8) Maintaining liaison with other Provincial Authority Medical Advisors and the National 
Commissioner for Boxing in Canada for the purpose of establishing national uniformity in medical 
matters pertaining to professional boxing and for reciprocal access to medical records. 


Ring Physicians 
Ring Physicians are appointed by the Provincial Boxing Authority on the recommendation of the 
Provincial Authority Medical Advisor. They are responsible for ensuring the safe conduct of a boxing 
contest or exhibition. To fulfill this role, they must not only possess the skills and knowledge inherent in 
their medical qualification, but also, undergo special training in neurological medicine, and understand 
the sport of boxing, its risks and potential for serious injury. They must be able to decide, without 
delay, before, during and after a boxing contest whether or not a boxer is fit to box. In particular, they 
are responsible for: 
(1) Examination of all medical documents relating to the most recent initial or annual medical 
examination and for conducting a pre-contest medical examination of each boxer on the day 
of the contest. 


(2) Conducting a sufficient medical check of each Boxer immediately prior to leaving their dressing 
rooms for the contest. 


(3) Prior to the contest ensuring: 
(a) appropriate first aid materials are available and in adequate supply; 
(b) emergency equipment, including ressuscitation devices are available and in proper 
working order; 
(c) all necessary potential medications are ready for use; 
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(4) 


(6) 


(7) 


(d) astretcher is available to transport an unconscious boxer from the ring to an emergency vehicle; 

(e) amedical emergency vehicle is on standy to transport a boxer to hospital; 

(f) a medical evacuation route and an emergency medical treatment room are provided; 

(g) the nearest neurosurgical unit has been alerted concerning the time and location of these 
contests with the request that emergency neurosurgical care be easily available; and 

(h) the equipment retained by each Boxer’s Seconds conforms to the Regulations in paragraph 53 
(13) of Schedule A of the Provincial Boxing Act. 

Attendance at the contest or exhibition where they shall be seated adjacent to the Timekeeper and 

where they shall: 

(a) Monitor the ongoing medical condition of both boxers during the contest and, if they consider 
a boxer to be endangered, order the contest to be halted, requiring the Timekeeper to ring two 
bells, examine the boxer concerned and determine the boxer’s fitness to continue the contest 
and advise the Referee accordingly. 

(b) Should the Referee halt the contest for medical reasons, the Ring Physician shall, on request of 
the Referee, examine the boxer concerned and determine his fitness to continue the contest and 
advise the Referee accordingly. 

(c) Be aware that the medical decision of the Ring Physician to stop a bout is final. 

Examination of each boxer after each contest or exhibition prior to their leaving the premises of 

the contest to ascertain their physical condition and to attend to or arrange prompt treatment of 

non-emergency conditions. 

Completion of medical reports on the physical status of each boxer including recommendations for 

procedures to be followed over the next 24 hours. This may include instructions for continuous 

observation of a boxer who has endured an unusually punishing contest with or without knockout. 

After the post-contest medical examination, completion of a certificate stating that each boxer is - 

fit to box or not fit to box and is suspended from boxing until a given date. 

(See Schedule A, paragraph 14 (9) ). 


MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS 


The Authority Medical Advisor, Ring Physicians or physicians designated by the Authority shall follow the 
procedures listed below:

An Initial Medical Examination shall be conducted by the Authority Medical Advisor or a 
physician designated by the Authority in accordance with the direction contained in paragraph A 
below prior to a boxer making application fora BOXING PASSPORT from his 

Provincial Boxing Authority. 

Annual Medical Examinations shall be conducted by the Authority Medical Advisor or a physician 
designated by the Authority in accordance with the direction contained in paragraph A below prior 
to renewal of a Boxer’s PASSPORT. 

A Pre-Contest Medical Examination, and an Immediate Pre-Fight Medical Check and a Post-Fight 
Medical Check of each Boxer shall be conducted by the Ring Physician for each contest 

or exhibition. 


A. Initial and Annual Medical Examinations 
The Initial and Annual Medical Examinations shall include a most complete and detailed medical 
history and physical examination of the Boxer, with special emphasis pertaining to his profession 
or sport. 


(1) 


Medical History 

(a) .Family Medical History 
Hereditary or familial diseases such as a history of epilepsy, tuberculosis, diabetes mellitus and 
blood disorders should be medically assessed. 

(b) Personal Medical History 
The following conditions preclude boxing: 


(2) 


- Gross deformities and major operations, e.g. nephrectomy; 

- Deaf mutes; and 

- History of epilepsy or diabetes requiring insulin. 

Note also debilitating diseases, operations, deformities, allergies and concurrent maintenance 
medications. A history of alcoholic intake and the use of drugs should be questioned in detail 
and carefully assessed. 


Physical Examination: 
A complete physical examination shall be conducted. In making a decision as to whether or not a 
Boxer is fit to box, the following factors shall be strictly adhered to: 
(a) Eyes 
The following conditions preclude boxing: 
- Significant astigmatism, myopia greater than 5 diopters or any variant of optic 
nerve degeneration; 
- any (pre) retinal detachment, hemorrhages, or gross fundal pathology; and 
- the wearing of spectacles or contact lenses. 
Colour blindness or squint (strabismus) do not preclude boxing provided there is no double 
vision complaint. In the case of a squint, or any questionable eye disorder, a certificate of 
approval for boxing competition should be obtained from an opthalmologist. 


(b) Ears 
The following conditions preclude boxing: 
* - Recurrent ear discharge and persistent tinnitus; 
- Bilateral deafness of chronic duration; 
- Deafness of recent onset until an investigation is completed; and 
- Deaf-mute condition. 
Unilateral deafness of chronic duration does not preclude boxing. 


(c) Facial Deformity or Malformation 
Athletes with any facial bony configuration resulting in impaired breathing or inadequate 
retention of the mouthpiece shall not box. 
(d) Heart 
An athlete with the following cardiac pathology shall not box: 
- Ischemic heart disease; 
- Rheumatic heart disease (active) with valvular pathology; 
- Certain cardiac arrhythmias (not benign); 
- Right or left heart failure; and 
- Congenital heart disease unless the defect has been rectified and the athlete has been certified 
‘*Fit to Box’’ by a cardiologist. 
(e) Pulmonary 
The following conditions preclude boxing: 
- A history of emphysema, recurrent bronchitis or bronchiectesis; 
- Active tuberculosis or any neoplasm; and 
- A history of recurrent pulmonary fulminating infections and/or hemophysis. 
Inactive cured tuberculosis with restoration of normal lung function does not 
preclude boxing. 
(f) Central Nervous System 
The following neurological medical states preclude boxing: 
- Epilepsy, whether grand mal, petit mal or temporal lobe, or variant thereof; 
- Recurrent dizzy spells (vertigo); 
- Known space occupying lesions of the brain, e.g. cysts, tumour, hematomas, pneumatoccles; 
- Cerebrovascular disease, cerebrovascular insufficiencies, arterio-venus malformations; 
- focal persistent leg and/or arm tremors; 
- Degenerative spinal cord disorders, e.g. ALS, multiple sclerosis; 
- Spinal cord tumors, vascular malformations;

- Previous history of syphillis of the nervous system; and 
- Any boxer with irregularity of the pupils or signs of locomotor impairment. 
Musculskeletals and Joint Disorders 
Athletes with the following disorders shall not box: 
- Degenerative disc disease of the spinal column — active; 
- Bony tumours of the spinal column; 
- Ankylosing spondylitis; 
- Diffuse or multifocal arthritic involvement of the joints including the spinal column, hands, 
forearms, shoulders and legs; 
- Myasthenia gravis; 
- Muscular dystrophy; 
- Active peripheral neuropathies; and 
- Osteomalacia and osteoporosis. 
Poliomyelitis does not preclude boxing if resultant muscular involvement does not give 
disabling limb, weakness, deformity or paralysis. 
Inguinal Hernia 
A hernia, per se, does not preclude from boxing provided that it does not protrude into the 
scrotum. If exquisite tenderness exists, the athlete is precluded from boxing until the hernia is 
satisfactorily repaired. Boxers with an inguinal hernia should be advised to consult their 
personal physician. 
Abdominal 
Athletes with the following disorders shall not box: 
- Certain forms of organomegaly, e.g. enlarged liver or spleen; 
- Active inflammatory visceral states, e.g. colitis, gastritis, pancreatitis, active hiatel hernia; 
- Active gastric or duodenal ulcers; 
- Persistent recurrent rectal bleeding; 
- Jaundiced states; and 
- Acute surgical abdomen. 
GenitoUrinary 
Regular routing and microscopic urinalysis shall be completed in all cases. The following 
preclude from boxing unless allowed by a urologist: 
- Chronic renal inflammations; 
- Previous renal and/or urinary bladder neoplasms; 
- Previous testicular neoplasms; 
- Previous scrotal neoplasms; 
- Presence of one kidney; and 
- Undescended testicle unless assessed by a physician or repaired. 


Endocrine 

The following states preclude boxing: 

- Thyroid dysfunction, if untreated; 

- Hypoglycemic attacks; 

- Pituitary and adrenal gland dysfunctions, if uncorrected; and 

- Diabetes, if untreated. 

Dermatological 

Systemic skin allergies or other lesions should not preclude boxing unless the examining 
physician so decides. 


(m) Hematological and Lymphatic 


(n) 


History of persistent anemias, history of lymphomas, leukemias, thrombocytopenias, 
hemophilia, christmas disease or any other blood clotting disorders precludes boxing. 

Blood Pressure 

To be average for age. Any boxer with systolic pressure over 150 or a diastolic pressure above 
90 is suspect and should have special investigation. 


(o) Referral 
In case of doubt in any particular defect, the need for a second opinion by referring the case to 
a consultant is indicated. 

(p) Weight Loss 
The Ring Physician shall pay particular attention to the presence of debilitating effects 
resulting from a strenuous weight loss program, both by foods or fluid reducing drugs, which 
might weaken the boxer to the extent he should be precluded from boxing in that 
particular event. 


Laboratory and Diagnostic Procedures: 
The following laboratory and diagnostic procedures shall be carried out during the initial and annual 
medical examinations of an athlete: 

(a) electroencephalogram 

(b) electrocardiagram 

(c). chest X-ray 

(d) complete blood picture and SMA 12/60 including bleeding and coagulation times 

(e) complete urinalysis 

(f) serological tests 

(g) any other test or survey which might be indicated by the past or present condition of the 

athlete, e.g. CATSCAN. 


Laboratory Procedures — Pre-Contest Medical Examination 
Any or all of the laboratory procedures listed in paragraph (B) may be conducted at the Pre-Contest 
Medical Examination at the discretion of the attending physician. 


Immediate Pre-Bout Medical Check 
The purpose of this medical check is to determine whether a boxer remains fit to box or has taken any 
substances that might endanger him or his opponent. These include: 

(a) Alcohol 

(b) Licit or illicit drugs 
Any evidence that suggests a boxer is under the influence of such drugs shall preclude boxing and 
require immediate testing to determine the exact nature of the drugs suspected. 


Post-Bout Medical Examination 
This examination should be carried out in accordance with the Post-Contest Medical Examination and 


Injury Report with particular emphasis on any injury sustained. 


Referees and Judges’ Annual Medical 
A routine medical examination with particular emphasis on the standard of visual acuity required for 
the individual’s particular duties. 


Anti-Doping Tests 

Anti-doping tests are mandatory for a champion and a challenger both before and after a title contest 
and for other contests when designated by the Authority. The Authority shall designate a laboratory to 
conduct a urinalysis. The laboratory shall supply two bottles for each Boxer which shall contain urine 
specimens taken in the presence of the Inspector immediately prior to a contest and as soon as possible 
after the completion of the bout. The bottles shall be numbered, sealed and signed by the boxers and 
the Inspector. 

The designated laboratory shall then test the specimens in bottles number 1. If a bottle is found to 
contain a positive specimen, bottle number 2 shall be tested in the presence of the Authority Medical 
Advisor and a representative of the Boxer. If bottle number 1 is found negative, bottle number 2 will 
be destroyed. 
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COMPLETION AND DISTRIBUTION OF MEDICAL DOCUMENTATION 


Medical examinations shall be recorded on the applicable forms as shown at Appendix | of this Schedule. 
The Authority Medical Advisor shall ensure that copies of all medical examination forms are distributed 
as follows: 

- one copy retained by the attending physician; 

- one copy retained by the Provincial Authority; and 

- one copy to the Canadian Professional Boxing Federation; and 

- one copy retained by the National Commissioner for the National Data Bank file. 


FORBIDDEN ITEMS DURING A CONTEST 


A. The following items are forbidden and shall not be worn or applied during weigh-in or a contest 
or exhibition. 
1. General Items 

- Contact Lenses 

- Spectacles 

- Dentures 

- Individual removable false teeth 

- Rings 

- Watches, charms, bracelets, necklaces of any description 

- Head bands and hair nets 

- Earrings 

- Hearing Aids 

- Any plastic or metallic attachments to the trunks of a boxer 

2. Medical Items 

- Any gauze, band aids, dressings to the facial, scalp, neck, arm, back or chest areas. 

- Plaster or fibre glass casts. 

- Butterfly or steristrip sutures on the facial, neck, ear, scalp, chest, arm or back areas. 

- Suture material of any kind in the skin of a boxer’s face, ears, neck, scalp or chest. 

- Sub cuticular suture in the face, neck, ear or chest. 

- Beards, or facial hair of more than 48 hours of growth are not permitted. (Note: a mustache is 
permitted provided the ends do not extend below the upper lip and mouth area and the hairs 
are less than 3/4’ in length.) 

- Hair length of the frontal scalp area should not interfere with the vision of the boxer; if the 
examining physician feels that the frontal hair length poses a danger to the eyes and hence 
vision of the boxer, the physician may order the frontal hair cut to a shorter length. If the 
posterior hair length is such that its swishing effect may harm a boxer’s opponent, the 
physician may order the posterior hair to be knotted. 

-  Collodion may be placed on old abrasions and the boxer may appear at the weigh-in with 
same; collodion is not to be used between rounds of a bout whatsoever. 


MEDICAL PROCEDURE AFTER A KNOCKOUT 
FROM A BLOW TO THE HEAD 


The boxer should be immediately examined (preferably in the dressing room). He should be attended in the dressing 
room until released by the physician. 


The boxer MUST BE EXAMINED AT THE CONCLUSION OF THE SHOW. If at this time, he shows a 
neurological deficit, he is to be sent with a note detailing his deficit and with another individual to the nearest 
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Emergency Room of the closest hospital. This is to be done as soon as the neurological deficit is detected, and not the 
next morning. 

If however, the boxer shows a stable mental state with no neurological deficit, he may be sent home with an escort. 
The boxer shall not drive a vehicle himself. 

The boxer going home shall be provided with the ‘HEAD INJURY SHEET” (Appendix 2) detailing the signs to 
watch for indicating neurological deficit. 

At home, the boxer shall not ingest sedatives, tranquilizers or sleeping pills. His diet should be restricted to clear fluids 
for 8-12 hours after his injury. Certain drugs may be used to relieve a headache on advice of his physician. 

The boxer shall be seen the next day by a physician to ensure that the boxer has not shown a deterioration in 

his condition. 

The boxer shall be suspended from boxing or sparring for a 60-day period or such longer period as the attending 
physician may designate. 

All coaches (trainers) and referees and other boxing officials should familiarize themselves with the medical signs on 
the ‘‘Head Injury Routine’’ so that they remain vigilant with respect to head injuries in a boxer.
